“If I Were a Christian.” 

Ir must be conceded that Dr. STEPHEN S. Wise has a rare 
capacity for stating his views with overwhelming force combined 
with perfect clarity. His indictment of Christianity as for the 
mos$ part it is practised by; its nominal adherents, which we 
print this week, is an example of this power. He shows unerringly 
that alarge amount of Caristian action is responsible for the failure 
of Christian teaching, and that from the resulting hiatus we Jews 
are keen sufferers. To be sure it might be said of all faiths, 
Judaism included, that their doctrine is misinterpreted by the doings 
of those who acclaim them as their own. But the wide-spread 
power and influence of Christianity have to be taken into considera- 
tion, and if the world could but be governed by the principles 
of Nazareth, can there be any question about its being 
a so much happier and better place to live in than it is? It 
may be that the fact which Dr, Wise stresses of how Christianity 
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works—or rather fails to work—is some proof of its unfeasi- 
bility as a Religion for human beings, with human passions and 
human failings. But then every Religion must march ahead of 
its followers. It must set before their eyes an ideal to be 
attained which has not been attained, if it is to serve its real 
purpose. So that the question is really one of proportion, and it 
must be admitted that as Dr. Wise shows, by implication to a great 
extent it is true but none the less clearly, Jewish history is some 
proof that Christianity lags abnormally behind its own teachings 
_and denies in action its own ideals to a far greater extent 
than one would say is reasonable. There is so much that is

What It Tells. 


By Mentor. 


COPY of the 34th issue of the Jewish Year Book—that for 
1930—hes Just coms into my hands. A perusal of its con- 
tents, without waiting for some occasion to arise necessitat- 
ing consultation with its pages, is worth while, for it 

contains much that is of the greatest interest toall who are in the least 

concerned with matters Jewish. My purpose, however, here is not 
to offer a conventional review or notice of the book. Suffice it from 
that point of view to say that the work has been admirably done, as 
it has for several years past, by the Rey. S, Levy. M.A., whose minute 
and particular care are evidenced from cover to cover. - His is no 
mean task in editing such a volume. On the contrary, it isa labour 
that can be accomplished with anything like success only by continu- 
ous effort throughout year by year —sifting, selecting, collating and 
arranging in order the facts the publication contains, so that they 
may be readily obtained by all who are in search for them, I do 
not recollect seeing a work of this sort better done in this respect 

than this 54th issue of the JEWisu Year Book. And let me add a 

word of commendation to the printer of the volume, Mr. Frederick W, 

Kahn, who has produced it in a thoroughly workmanlike manner, 

showing a fine appreciation and a sound knowledge of the art 

of Typography. I: said that it is not my purpose here to 
offer a conventional review of the book, and I therefore feel 
justified to say a word for the printer, who too often is ign>ored or 
forgotten as an element in book-production. This always strikes 
meas unfortunate. The niost amateurish of culinists will tell you 

that however good may be the food supplied, the success of a 

dish depends wpon the way it i; cooked and served. This applies 

equally to the making of books. 


What latthemoment desireis tosay something aboutthe message 
this book baars, and what calls to us from these 450 pages of facts 
and statistics and apparently dry-as-dust records and enumerations 
lor the book is a kind of Aunual Report of the progress of British 
Jewry, which, when summed up, tells us what British Jewry is, giving 
us material on which we may build our own conclusions concerning 
its future destiny. That British Jewry covers so large a space of 
the Globe is, of course, because it is British, But what must strike 
the reader is the vigour and robust life of Judaism which flows in 
every nook and cranny of the great Empire on which the sun 
never sots. Atevery point there is a Jewish watch-tower, acting 
automatically as a beacon of light to those who care to turn to it. 
At Ernacolum, at Chandamangalium, or at Attencammul—who can 
say off hand where these places are?—we find Synagogues, some of 
them so ancient as to render the question of the relative ages 
of Bevis Marks and Duke's Place trivial. Oae of them was built 
more than 800 years before Joseph Caro prepared his “ Table” 
(Shulchan Aruch), and that compilation is nearly 400 years old! 
That is just an instance I give by the way. In China, in Iraq, in 
in Arabia as well as ia India this book shows us the extent to which 
British Jewry, like some great forest-giant, has spread its branches. 


{n South Africa—indeed in every part of the sub-continent, the YEAR. 


Book'reeords the residence of the children of our people. Apart 
from those in the United Kingdom, some seventy pages are needed 
to set out the Jewish institutions in the British Empire and the 
territories it mandates, included in which, to be sure. is that 
most important centre—the vital spot of Jewry—Palesi'o* Now 
surely, in these cold facts given but briefly and in undetailed form, 
there is much to warm the pride of any British Jew, and to give him 
some confidence in the part he and his fellow-Jews are playing 
amidst the people in whose hands so much of the future destiny of 
humanity resides. 


But this sentiment, intensified greatly, will be arousel by read- 
ing what the Jewisn Year Book has to tell about Anglo-Jewry. As 
many as neatly 180 pages are needed to note the activities of Jews 
in this right little tight little island. And those activities have an 
enormous range. They cover efforts religious, charitable, economic, 
literary, scientific, athletic, financial, and these efforts repeat them- 
selves with all their variations at almost every point in which we 
congregate. There was once a famous Judge who declared that there 
were lies, d—— lies and statistics, and I suppose he would have 
said something of the sort to anyone who ventured to draw exact 
conclusions from the catalogue of facts which the JewisH Year Book 
supplies. But much as we may deplore all that is meant when we

not alone the attainments and the distinction acquired by individual 
Jews but their social status as revealed by the places in which they 
reside. This may not add, as things unfortunately sometim3s are, to 
the amenities vis-a-vis Jews and non-Jews, but itisa rara tribute to 
the industry and enterprise and the material success—much of them 
dependent, as must always be the case with the Jew, upon moral 
stamina~—which distinguish our folk. Here, again, this wonderful 
red book has something of the first importance to tell us, if we 
will but heed what it has to say. ‘For in this residential record, 
and this record of social, political and professional ac hievements, 
there is much for us to think about and much from which we can 
draw conclusions more or less satisfactory. But all I have said 
about the Jewisu Year Book is almost by the way and little moré 
than casual. It arises from thoughts that ts m2 as I 
perused its pages. I am sure there mu3t be a great deal I hava 
missed and that will reveal.itself to others who read them. At least 
the conclusion of all such will be general that the book, apart from 
being useful, readily affording information that at any moment may 
be required, is really a liberal education. Chiefly, of course, this is 
s0 in respect to British Jewry (including Auglo-Jewry), what it 
really is and is really doing in matters Jewish, but also, by 
implication, regarding Jews the world over. For it needs none 
too extensive an imagination to conceive something of the main 
and guiding facts conc»rning them from what this book tells. 
And assuredly those implied facts must make for comfort and 
encouragement; even anid conditions which, not to put it too 
severely, cannot be said to be roseate.

temarkable scenes were witnessed at the funeral on Thursday of 
last week of Rabbi Dr. V. Schonfeld. 

Dense crowds gathered outside the house while Hespedim were being 
delivered by the late Rabbi's eldest son, Moses, and Mr. 8S. Fieischmar, 
the President of the (dath Yisrael Congregation of which the deceased was 
for many years the beloved spiritual leader, 

Men and women in their hundreds wept, and aged Rabbis of the most 
extreme school of Orthodoxy walked from the house to the Synagogue in 
Burma Road, Stoke Newington, side by side with boys belonging to the 
Talmud Torah attached to the Synagogue and the Jewish Secondary 
School, which was only recently established by Dr. Schonfeld and qf which 
he was the Principal. The Synagogue was not nearly large enough to 
accommodate a considerable proportion of those who tried to enter. 
So great was the crush that a cordon of police was required to control 
the crowd. 

At the Service the principal memorial address was delivered by 
Hahbam Dr. Gaster, who said that they had assembled on that mournful 
occasion from all the corners of the metrepolis and from more distant 
parts to give expression to the profound pain avd grief which they all felt 
at the irreparable loss that had overtaken the, Jewish Community. A 
great Prince in Israel had passed away a guide and teacher in all that 
was great and noble in their sacred Faith; a staunch upholder of their 
glorious tradition, a keen fighter and, at the same time, a true and 
trusted friend and a pursuer of Peace. Everybody shared in this grief 
for they all felt that they were the poorer for the passing of Rabbi 
Schiafeld who was a man of character, of kaowledge and of strength of 
will. He worked untiringly and self-sacriticingly, and was devoted to his 
duties of which he had the highest conception. His word was his bond, 
bis thoughts were pure aud his actions, noble. Their sages said 
CN op ss.” You are not dead, my friend,” said Dr. 
Gaster, “you are liviog; your work lives after you, and you will be 
remembered not only by this generation but by generations to come.” 
De Gaster then referred to Rabbi Schoafeld’s work in the realm of 
education of the young whom, he said, be had drawn to him. “ You have 
been taken away in the prime of life,” said Dr.Gaster. ‘Cau we fathom 


God's judgments?, AW" "A AMN pw. It is not for us to 


qnestion. It is for us to submit, and submit with confilence and tras‘ino 
God's unfathomable love. The lainps which Rabbi Schoafeld had kindled, 
said Dr. Gaster, would goon burning for generations; the lessons he had 
tauczht had been implanted in and engraved upon the hearts of the people, 
and althou.h he was no longer with them his spirit would continue to 
guide them. He prayed that God would send comfort tothe widow and 
children and help them to bear the great sorrow which they had sustained. 
He concluded with the words 79235 Ow inpd TAS. 

Rabbi Ferber also delivered an address in which he said that the 
late Rabbi's life was full of and 

Rabbi SchOafeld’s second son, Solomon, recalled an address which 
his father had delivered last I'osk Hashana in which he said “ We do not 
just want life, but a purpose in life.” His father’s work remained and it 
was for them to see that it would continue. lf only his pupils would 
help to do this, they would be able truly to say that he was still with them. 

After the Service a large number of people attended the funeral 
ceremony at ths Eafleld Cemetery. Addresses were delivered by Rabbi 
Zimmerman, Kabbi Silberberg (member of the Warsaw Beth Din) and Mr. 
I. Kestenbaum, who was an intimate friend of Dr.*Schéafeld. 

Mr. Kestenbaum recalled the occasion when Rabbi Schdafeld was 
surrounded by his congregation ia that very same spot five years ago for 
the consecration of the new Sv MS. Their sages told them that one 
only said bafore the dead what he himself would have said, had he been 
able to speak. A one of Rabbi Schiafeld’s dearest friends and most 
ardent pupils, he felt sare that he would have said at that-moment that 
he had consecrated his life to the service of God and his people and had 


laboured unselfishly all his life in order to serve the cause of Traditional 


Judaism. He would also have implored those who had stoo] by him and 
worked with him to continue this sacred work. He would, he was 
equally sure, have asked them to further the cause of the Union of 
Orthodox Congregations, which he had brought to life and wou'd have 
reminded them that it was his life-long ambition to create an Iastitu- 
tion which would teach their children to be gool Jews as well as 
useful citizens. It was almost at the end of his life that hs founded the 
Jewish Secondary School. Theirlove for their late beloved and departed 
Rabbi, said Mr. Kestenbaum, would never die; and his work would be 
continued by his congregants ani pupils. The members of ths Adaih 
Yesritel always cousidered themelves as one great family, and Rabbi 
Schoafeld could rest assured that his widow and children! would be cared 
for as the foremost members of that family.

Special Memoir. 


BY Dr. C. DUSCHINSKY. 


“When Rabbi Johanan died,” say our sages in the Talmud, “R. 
Jichak b. Eliezer started his oration saying: “this day is as hard a day 
for Israel as if the sun had gone down at mid-day” (Babli. Moed Katan 
25b). We can appreciate these words of Rabbi Jichak when on the 7th 
day of Chanucah we laid the remains of Rabbi Victor Schonfeld 
to rest. At mid-day, in the prime of life, at the age of forty-nine he 
passed away; and truly it was a hard day for Anglo-Jewry, indeed for all 
Isracl, as if the sua had set at mid-day. The tragedy of this loss left us, 
all who knew hiw, mourning for one who was indeed a great man, a 
33773 I'M, a1 outstanding personality in his generation, in our Com. 
munity. He combined Torah with Derech Eretz, piety and learniog with 
modern thought and training, deep religious conviction with gentle ibearing 
and strictest observance with clear outlook on life. Be it as Rabbi or 
as teacher, be it as friend and adv_ser, as husband and father—he will be 
sadly missed on all sides. 

Like many other Rabbis and Jewish leaders, he was born in Hungary, 
the home of many great schools of learning, some of the Yeshibot, of 
which had existed for centuries, It was atthe Yeshiva in Pressburg that 
I first met Schénfeld. Among the 400 students he was one of a sma!! 
group who felt that in modern times a Rabbi, in order to bave influence 
on his Congregation, must combine secular knowledge with deep 
Talmudic studies. He, like others of this group, studied in his leisure 
hours the subject; of the secondary schools and passed the Matura 
(Matriculation) Examination. Zionism and even “Mizrachism” were not 
very popular movements theni{among «the alumni of the Pressburg 
Y: shiba, but Schdafeld was among the few who made propaganda for 
the Mizrachi Movement. When a few years later he became Rabbi of 
the Montefiore Synagogue at Vienna, he gathered round ‘him a large 
number of University students who, under his guidance, became supporters 
of the Mizrachi greup. Soon he won for himself a name as a gifted 
préacher and as a Talmudic scholar who could attract the younger 
generation. As such he was recommended to the late Julius Lunzer, then 
Warden of the ddath Yisrael Synagogue, and in 1909ihe came to London 
to be Rabbi of that Congregation, From small beginnings the Congrega- 
tion grew in numbers and importance uader Dr. Schénfeld’s spiritual 
care. But his nhc) atecee exercised an influence far beyond the circle 
of his Synagogue. The Young Men's Society, Che: ra Ben Zakkai, enjoyed 
his special love and care, and in the Hebrew Classes he trained his girl and 
boy pupils with such efficiency, that soon many of them helped him as 
voluntary teachers of the younger Classes. All his pupils became attached 
to him with singular admiration and devotion, such as only few peop'e 
epjoy, and few masters are able to inspire. ; 

Then came the War and the aftermath of war, with the migration of 
Jews in London from Easi and North to West and North-West. But the 
foremost event after the war was, in Shisofeld’s eyes, the Balfour Declara- 
tion, and the opening up of Palestine as the “ National Home for the Jewish 
People.” His enthusiasm for the Mizrachi Movement and his abilities 
as educationalist were well known, and he was appointed Inspector of 
Mizrachi schools in Palestine in 1920. After barely two years he 
relinquished this post, and itischaracteristic of the man+that not cven his 
closest friends heard from him the reasons of his resignation and departure 
from Palestine. Never did he uttera word of complaint, although his experi- 
ences mu3t have been bitter ones and his disa ppoin tment very great toinduce 
him to resiga a post for which he was fitted, as were few others, and which 
he had accepted with joy and satisfaction. I met him on the Continent 
after his return from Palestine, and he discus sed with me his future plans. 
He had two offers of important positions as Rabbi, on the Continent and in 
America. The one was exceptionally tempti ng, and I gave him my opinion 
that he should acceptit. I kaew that by then the migration of his con- 
gregantsfrom the North of London to the North- West had already assumed 
considerable proportions, and that his Congregation had dwindled down to 
half its original numbers during his two years’ absence in Palestine. He 
had, however, become too attachedto London and England, and said, if he 
could not remain in Palestine he would go to no other country but England 
if he had the opportunity of rettiirning. Idealist that he always was, 
he never for @ moment considered the material advantages tho other 
posts offered him, bit said h> would not like to bria g up his children in 
any other but this fres couatry. So hecame back to London and to his 
Congregation: which recsived him, needless to Say, with open arms. 
And he had b2en right in his optimism. The attachment of his congre- 
gants tohim hai not weakened, though they may have moved to other 
and often distant districts. They remained members of the Adath 
Yisrael Congregation anil continued to regard him and to turn to 
him as their spiritual guide, their adviser and friend. The fact of 
his being again Rabbi of the Adath Yisrael Synagogue attracted 
also new members and tha life in the Congregation pulsated anew. 
He was convinced that Judaism cannot flo urish except in the Kehillah, 
the indepeadent congregation, 
and for this reason he refused tempting offers of other, m iterially 
more secure and more lucrative, positions. In this endeavour for 
indepsndeuce he strove to acquire a Special burial-ground for his 
Congregation in which he suéceeded a few years ago. Another 
ideal to realise which he worked for many years, was the estab- 

lishment of a Jewish Sscoadary School. The problem of how to combine 

: gious observance with modern way of life— 
is svill unsolved. We still see that Jewish young men as soon as they 
gain secular education at public s340ls and universities, with very few 
exceptions, tura away from the study of the Torah and cease to be 
observant Jews. Like Rabbi Samson Raphael Hirsch, Schénfeld 
thought that this could only bs remedied by Jewish Secondary Schools, 
where young Jews at their most impressionable ages, from 12 to 18 
are brought up in predominantly Jewish surrounding», and concurrently 
with secular subjects are instructed in Jewish and Hebrew literature.

SOME TRIBUTES. 


The Rev. A. A. Green. 


Speaking at the Hampstead Synagogue last Sabbath, the Rev. A. A. 
Green—who on the previous Sabbath had offered a prayer for the recovery 
of Dr. SchOnfeld—made a deep'y sympathetic reference to his death 
which, he said, meant a very great and tangible loss to the religions life 
of our Community. His religious position might have been criticised as 
reactionary and was undoubtedly rigid and uncompromising, but his 
sincerity won him ungrudging respect ; his personality was the “open 
sesame” to all-round admiring friendships, and his influence and work 
made him a Jewish force of great reality and value. “He was,” said 
Mr. Green, “the very antithesis of what those who did not know him 
might have figured as a Rabbi of his school. He was of fine and dignified 
presence. He was not only a deecply-read Jewish scholar, but he was 
also mo3t highly cu'tared and wilely read, and his Eaglish was as 
perfect as was heard in any pulpit in the country. We were 
the bes! of friends, and he often honoured me by turning to 
mo for asistanco which it was a privilege to ms to extend 
when possible. He and I[ stood side by side in the unpopular rdéle 
of protagonists of the movement for Jewish Denominational Schools and, 
together, we accomplished the task of persuading the B'nai B'rith to 
undertak2 responsibility for the little Day Sehool, in Hampstead. His 
address on that occasion lives in the memory of those who heard it, 
* pecially for his far-seeing remark that he wished to establish in a Jewish 
school that appreciation of team work in which the Jewish Community 
was so often lacking. There were tho:ze who did not, could not, see eye 
tocye with him in his religious position, but he compelled their respect 
for that position. Our Community has, and mast have, its exponents of 
various and varying phases of religious belief and practice. They have 
the right of expression and we have the right to expect them to be sin- 
cere. All sincere religion is real religion. Dr. Schonfeld’¢ was real and 
sincere and here, in the Hampstead Synagogue, I pay humble and 
respectful tribute to his principles and to his memory.” 


| 3 Dayan H. M. Lazarus, Rabbi. 


Last Sabbath, in the course of his sermon at the Brondesbury 
Synagogue, Dayan Lazarus referred to the grievous and irreparable loss 
which the Community had sustainel in the untimely death of Rabbi 


Victor Schiafeld, 53%. The Dayan dwelt on Rabbi Schonfeld’s remark- 
able personality, and pointed out that as a separatist his attitude was 
no: one of mere hostility—fanatical or assumed—towards everything in 
the existing organisations of our Community. His critical view was not 
altogether negative or destructive; but as a high-minded teacher, as a 
man of vi:zion and culture he did not keep himself aloof from the con- 
structive efforts in the cause of religious education and culture. Inthe 
differences of opinion and Separatist policy which be entertained for his 
Congregation, the late Rabbi was never disparaging or discourteous 
towards others who stood on a wider Communal platform. He was 
neither self-centred nor unsympathetic in estimating the anxious 
problems that faced the leaders of the Community. His characteristic 
attitude was dignified and commanded thoughtful attention as well as 


respect, as he was OY Indeed he was a 


great loss to us, all too soon withdrawn from a life of useful practical

With the death of Rabbi Dr. Victor Schonfeld, Orthodox Traditional 
Judaism has been deprived of one of its strongest supports ; and the ddatih 
Yisrael Congregation has lost its leader, guide aud friend. Dr. Schonfeld 
was undoubtedly a man of remarkable personality who exerted a great 
influence over all with whom he came ia contact, but what distinguished 
him above all was his unwavering devotion to his principles. He was a 
a man of high ideals, and all his life was devoted to carrying out those 
ideais. Convinced that only in true Traditional Judaism lay the 
salvation of Israel and the only hope of its continued existence, he 
devoted ail his energies, throughout the whole of his life, to maintain 
intact and unsullied the honour of Traditional Orthodoxy. In founding 
the Union of Orthodox .Congregations, he was actuated by the same 
motive ; for he had observed, to his dismay, how true Orthodoxy is, 
through lack of organisation, being gradually merged with other schools 
of Judaism, whose principles are foreiga to Traditional Judaism. 
His Community of Adath Yisrael has been recognised, even by his 
Opponents, as a stronghold of the principles of true Judaism. It 
was, however, in the field of education of the youth that his success

was most marked. The influence he exerted over the youth under his 
guidauce, remained with them throughout their lives. It may be trath- 
fully said that the leading members of the Adath Yisrael Congregation 
are practically all of them his former pupils. The Jewish Secondary 
School which is uniqie in this couatry, is the result of his untiring 
exertions and indomitable courage, by which he was able to over- 
come the most formidable obstacles. Above all, Dr. Schonfeld 
ever compromised with his soul.

Rabbi M. Ginsberg, B.A., prefaced his sermon at the R chmond 
Synagogue by alluding to the passing of Rabbi Dr. Schéafeld as a severe 
loss indeed to Anglo-Jewry. No member of our race in this country had 
grasped more keenly the necessity for Jewish education than he, and his 
premature death must cast a gloom over the whole of our Community 
who realised how strenuously he worked to carry his ideals to fruition, 


The Rev. I. Livingstone. 


Prior to his sermon at the Golders Green Synagogue on Sabbath last, 
the Rev. 1. Livingstone referred to the death of Rabbi Schiofeld. Rabbi 
Schonfeld (he said) was a man of very strong Jewish opinions; and hig 
views and thoughts on matters of Jewish observance were such that he 
could not or would not place himself under the Ecclesiastical Authorities 
rec ¢nised by Anglo Jewry asa whole. This, however, is not the time 
or place to estimate the value and effect of such independence of thougtt, 
and all I propose to do is to pay a tribute to his learning, his earnestness 
and his devotion to Jewish education. He was, as you know, the 
founder and Princ’pal of the Jewish Secondary Day School. But I 
think that the boys and girls. of Anglo-Jewry and, of course, their parents, 
have special cause fo treasure his mamory by reason of the helpful books 
the Sephas Mos'teh, which he produced. ‘These two volumes have come 
tostay. They are batter than anything of the kind that has ever beea 
produced, for they have a religious as well as a linguistic value—puartica. 
larly when in the hands of the right teacher. Bat Rabbi Schdiaf-ld will 
long bs remembered for his learning and his ability, for bis character 


and his idealism. 
The Rev. Dr. J. S. Fox. 

[u the course of his sermon at the Aria College Synagogue, Southsea, 
the Rev. Dr. J. 5. Fox referred to the aching void created in the ranks of 
the entire Community by the premature death of Rabbi Dr. Schonfeld, 
with whom he worked some years ago in different spheres of religious 
and national activity, particularly at the famous “Conference of Kabbis” 
in Leeds and at Mirrachi Conferences. Rabbi Schinafeld, said Dr. 
Fox, afforded a striking example of an ideal Kabbi who combined in 
his person the old spirit of so-called ultra-orthodoxy with a splendid 
Westera culture. He was a man of consummate mental vigour, andan 
intrepid champion of Traditional Judaism,-whose work was always 
suided by the highest ideals, amanof unique force, firm as a rock; and 
wherever he went he made his mark. In every work thathe undertook he 
did it with all his heart, and prospered. The keynote of hiscareer was 
earnestness, strenuousness, energy and enthusiasm. He laboured with 
infinite zealand marked ability in the cause of religious education. Torah, 
Abodah and Gemilut Chesed were the main objects of his life-work, 
Though opposed to all innovations, no matter how moderate or how 
small, Rabbi SchOafeld was by no means a blind fanatic but a thoroughly 
convinced and scrupulously observant and cultured Jew. Truly sincere 
himself in every word and deed, he loved to find it in others, and he never 
spared himself until bis aim was accompished. His greatest work was 
undoubtedly the formation of the Hebrew Secondary School. He 
delighted in imparting knowledge and iaspiring in the hearts of his 
pupils, old and young, affection, reverence and veneratiou, and the more 
one came to know him, the greater became one’s admiration of his striking 
personality. That such a noble soul shoull have made such a brief 
pilgrimage, must cause any understanding heart a pang of personal grief, 
May the Great Healer of hearts comfort his family and all who mourn him. 


The Rev. J. Rabbinowitz, B.A. . 


On Sabbath last at the Dalston Synagogue, the Rev. J. Rabbinowitz, 
B.A., in the course of his observations said: “The untimely death of Rabbi 
Dr. Victor Schénfeld has removed from the Anglo-Jewish Community one 
of its great religious leaders, He was a man of wonderful persona!ity and 
was a born leader of men. He possessed a personal magnetism which 
attracted to him men of all shades of religious opinion. He was'known 
as the Rav not only among his congregants, who displayed towards him 
a loyalty andlove which may well serve as a model for other Congrega- 
tions, but also outside his Community. He was a man of unbounded 
energy who never grew weary in labouring for the attainment of the 
ideal before him, and this energy he.succeeded in infusing into all who 
worked with him. A staunch defender of,Orthodox Judaism, he would 
never brook compromise in religious matters. Though many of us differed 
from him in our interpretation of Traditional'Judaism, we yet ever 
admired his tenacity of purpose and his personal sacrifices for what he 
believed to be the real truthinreligion. Hs leaves the deep impress of his 
personality on the religious life and thought of our Community. Hig 
labours in the domain of Jewish education will for all time remain & 
glorious memorial to his wide vision, his deep Jewish sentiments and his 
great enthusiasm for the spread of Jewish knowledge. Our sympathy 
goes forth to our sister Congregation, Adath Yisrael, on the irreparable 
loss they have sustained. Not only are they the poorer for ‘ the fruit 
that has been plucked before its time,’ but also we and the whole House 


of Israel.”

The sad news of the premature death of the great and beloved Rabbi 
Dr. Victor Schéafeld came as a grief indeed to all, and especially to me 
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who had the great MV57 to be his pupil and to reside with him at the 
famous Yeshibah in Pressburg, and atthe Yeshidah in Tapolesany. Then, 
although only a boy of fifteen, he won the admiration and respect We all 
the nora ssy5 of the smal! town. And when later as a grown up “ins 
he went to Pressburg, every one was confident that this saintly young 
man would become one of the greatest teas hers and leaders in Israel. As 
for my p ‘reonal experience during those years, how can I describe his 
boundless energy anJ, above all, his attractive personality, his kindness 
and his greatness of character? With the deepest grief in my heart, I say: 
The tragic death of our revered Rav is one of those things of sorrow 
which make words vain. His death in the midst of his labours, in the 
prime of bis life, on the threshold of life's realisation, 80 bewilderingly 
sudden, brings to all who knew him ineffable geief; it brings a shadow 
into our lives which will not soon pass away. Fer he was our light and 
our leader, he was our guide, our friend, our teacher. We had accustomed 
ourselvés.to bim as part of our very beings. In bappiness and in sorrow, 
in doubt andin difficulty, he was ever there, to advise, to comfort, to 
help. His saintly career was not for long, but from boyhood to the grave 
he had dedicated bimselfto an ideal. He sacrificed himself fora cause— 
upcompromising, unflinching, unhesitating orthodoxy. He wasas an oasis 
in the desert, as a lighthouse in a stormy sea, a haven of rest for a wan- 
derer, For years he had ploughed a lonely furrow, tilling the ground in the 
wilderness‘of England. He alone stood out against the inroads of reform 
and of compromising, wavering orthodoxy, Which have almost engulfed 
Judaism and Jewry in Great Britain. He towered above the petty 
squabbles and jealousies, the egotism and selfishness of Anglo-Jewish 
life. He was an unique figure valiantly fighting the cause of Traditional 
Judaism. He knew no rest, he forgot his family, sacrificed his own self, for 
there was so much to be done. “The day was short and the work was 
great,” yet in the few years in which he laboured he achieved so much, 
and now when the secds which he had sown were beginning to take root, 
his day school, the dream of his life, his new communa! organisation, 
the Union of Orthodox Jewish Congregations, his own Adath, his fight for 
the independence of Orthodoxy—all were beginning to fructify. Ia the 

' midst of all bis labours he has been taken from us, his work still undone, 
and in truth Anglo-Jewish Orthodoxy is as a flock without a shepherd. 
Throuyhout his life he was a pillar of strength to all who krew him. 
His statesm anlike qualities, his force of will, his powers of organisation, 
his pedagog cal achievements, his untiring activity but above all his 
stern resistance to any sacrifice of principle—all put the stamp of great- 
ness on Rabbi Schonfeld. His proudest possession was the MM BS of 
Samson Kaphael Hirsch. Upon Hirsch’s teachings, he based his own life. 
He walked a lovely road, but it was a straight one. Not only Orthodoxy 
in England mournshis loss, for throughout western Europe the name of 
Schoufeld was honoured and respected. Within our hearts the 
memory of Rabbi Schonfeld will not soor be forgotten. I have lost—we 


have all lost-—a dear friend, a revered teacher, an honoured leader.—From

The news from England of the passing of RabbiDr. Victor Schinfeld 
has come as a shock to his admirersand friends. There arefew men who 
so radiated charm and personality and impressed themselves on one asa 
mighty influence for good.

Mr. G. WILENKIN, 

The death of Mr. Gregory Wilenkin cccurred suddenly on Monday 
last at his residence, 5, Lowndes Street,S.W. The deceased, who was 
in his sixty-sixth year, was formerly financial attaché to the late Imperial 
Russian Embassy, and spent many years in that capacity in Tokio and 
Washington. Whenever engaged in dip'omatic matters in London, he 
held the title of honorary attaché. During the War he was the special 
representative in America of the Minister of Finance of the Russian 
Imperial Embassy, and acted as Chairman of the Financial Commission, 
and at the 1905 Peace Conference held in Portsmouth, U.8.A., between 
Russia and Japan Mr. Wilenkin acted as Private Secretary to Count Witte. 

The deceased was the first Jew to be appointed a member of the 
Russian Diplomatic Corps and hold an important official position, and he 
always did his best to help in the amelioration of the position 
of his fellow-Jews. To this end he received many Jewish deputa- 
tions in several parts of the world during his official career. Both by his 
personality and his influence he often proved successful in having Russo- 
Jewish troubles considerably lightened. He married in 1895 Irma, 
daughter of Mrs. Eleanor Seligman and the late Mr. Abrabam Seligmann 
by whom he is survived with one son Clarence, and a daughter, the wife 
of Mr. Frank Waley. 

The funeral was on Wednesday morning at Golders Green Cemetery, 
the Rev. Harold Reinhart officiating. Among many beautiful wreaths was 
an emblem tied with ribbons cf the National colours, from the members 
of the former Russian Imperial Embassy and the Russian Colony. 

In the evening a largely attended Memorial Service was held at the

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Archives of the United Synagogue. 


From Mr. LIONEL DE ROTHSCHILD, O.8.E.

To the Editor of Taz JEWIsH CHRONICLE, 

Sik,—The process of bringing together, classifying and cata- 
loguing the Archives of the United Synagogue, which was entrusted 
by the Council to Dr. Cecil Roth, M.A., D.Phil., is now almost com- 
pleted. x 

Dr. Roth reports that Minute Books C. and E. of-the New 
Synagogue (1809-1820), as well as later volumes covering the period 
1850-1870, cannot be traced. It would be greatly appreciated if any 
of your readers could assist in locating these volumes, as thore is 
no other gap in the whole series dating back to the foundation of 
the Synagogue in 1760. 

Dr. Roth also reports that there are numerous gaps in the 
printed material, For instance, there is at present no copy avail- 
able in the possession of the United Synagogue of the earliest 
published regulations, in Yiddish, either of the Great or of the 
Hambro’ Synagogue, dating from the period 1760/1820, From the 
latter date the series is complete. 

Nor has it been possible to trace any of the earliest.Sermong 
or Orders of Service of the Ashkenazic ‘Synagogues in London up to 
about the year 1359, though it is kaown that several such publica- 
tions exist.

Sin.—I am not ia the least concerned with tho question of Minister 
or no Minister for the Great Synagogue.

Your correspondent is very much concerned because this Order has 
recently passed resolutions providing for a Panel of Auditors selected from 
among the members, instead of having the audits conducted by chartered 
accountants. It is evident that he has great faith in accountants, when 
he says that the only method of safeguarding the funds is by employing 
them to audit the accounts of Friendly Societies. Iam not at all sure of 
this. He must, surely, be shutting bis eyes to whatis known tomany. It 
is known that public authorities have been defrauded of considerable 
sums by monoy irregularities which were not detected until several years 
later, although they employed qualified accountants. Ia so lightly dis- 
missing the expense involved, your correspondent has overlooked the 
fact that administration expenses are strictly limited; and, where the 
amount allowed has been overspent, the members must make good 
any deficiency in the Management Funi, by means of a levy. The 
Chief Registrar of Friendly Societies and his Staff are fully acquainted 
with the “ peculiar customs” of all friendly societies—it is their business 
—but in his speech, the Registrar only suggested that wherever possible 
and practicable, public auditors should be employed. We believe that 
our Panel of Auditors will fully safeguard the funds of the Lodges. They 
will be selected from men who have had many years of experience, and 
will also include a number of Accountants by profession, members who 
have readily offered their assistance. Our movement thrives on volun- 
tary work, and we feel that we shall get better service by this method 
than bythe one advocated by your correspondent.—Mr. A. SCHILDKRAUT, 
(United Ladies’ Tailors Approved Society), 12, Gt.

It is 
not by any means part of Dayan Hillman’s duties to preach in the 
Dake’s Place Synagogue ; but he preaches there often, and his “ Yiddish”’ 
addresses, elcquent and lucid, learned and popular at the same time, are 
often far more appreciated by the large audiences he invariably draws 
than many an English sermon read in meticulous accord with the rules 
laid down by the professor of elocution out of a neatly written, immaculate 
manuscript. 

To say that Rabbi Hillman regards English as ‘‘ Goyishe,’’ is a gross 
insult to a man of his high intellectual powers and very wide sympathies. 
He is a man of the world, and as a deeply loyal British subject yields to 
no-one in his love for our great country and Empire. 

It is not true that he cannot or will not speak English. He can and 
he does speak English whenever there is occasion for it, in private inter- 
| course with both Jews and non-Jews. [But apart from the great amount 
of time he devotes to his official work, both within the Beth Din and out- 
side of it, Rabbi Hillman has been engrossed for years in his monumental 
work on the Talmud, parts of which have already been published and 
more of which are awaiting publication. He has, therefore, not had 
sufficient time to master the English language, and he holds that one has 
no right to preach or address pablic gatherings in a language of which he 
is not a perfect master.

The New Year Honours List contains the names of two prominent 
members of the Anglo-Jewish Community, whose inclusion wiil afford 
much gratification to the Jewish Community in general. I refer to Mr. 
Louis B. Baron and Mr. Leonard L. Cohen. The Baronetcy to be con- 
ferred upon Mr. Louis Bernhard Baron is a reward of public and philan- 
thropic services, but a feeling exists that this is, in fact, a posthamous 
recognition of the great philanthropic work of his father, the late Mr. 
Berobard Baron. 


It is an open secret that the late Mr. Bernbard Baron was sidgled 
out for Tlonours on previous occasions, and it was publicly said that a 
Baronetcy had been offered to him, bat he preferred to be, in his modest 
and unostentations minner, plain Mr. Bernhard Biron. Mrs. Louis 
Baron is an Américan lady with very charitable instincts. She hasa 
flair for organising, and her services are greatly in demand in con- 
nection with bazaars and dances in aid of charity. 


Another Honour in which the Community is particularly interested, 
is that of the Knight Commandership of the Victorian Order to be con- 
ferred upon Mr. Leonard Lionel Cohen, Mr. Cohen is best kaown to the 
Community for his great work at the Jewish Board of Guardians, but 
the honour conferred upon him is in recognition of his services in 
connection with the King Edward Hospital Fund. The Prince of Wales 
quite recently paid tribute to Mr. Cohen’s invaluable work.as Honorary 
Secretary of the Fund. Not only is he Hon. Secretary of thatinstitution, 
but he is also Chairman of the Economy Committee and a member of the 
Management Committee of the Fund. He is, in addition, a member of 
the Distribution Committee and of the Council of the Metropolitan 
Hospital Fand. 


Mr. Leonard Cohen retired from the Stockbroking firm of Louis Cohen 
and Sons, in 1895, and since then he has devoted his life to charitable 
work. The principal communal institution in which he has been 
interested is; of course, the Jewish Board of Guardians; but he has also 
given much time and attention to the Jewish Colonisation Association, 
which administers the bequest of the late Baron de Hirsch. Mr, Cohen 
is President of the Association. 


Miss Rose Rosenberg, who has been made a C.B.E., has well earned 
that distinction as Private Secretary to the Prime Minister. The 
Premier places much confidence in Miss Rosenberg, and he has the highest 
appreciation of her ability and of her tactfulmess. She is a familiar 
figure in the Lobby ef the House of Commons, and the honour conferred 
upon her is very popular among the Members of the House. Miss 
Rosenberg is young, dark and vivacious, and is affectionately known 
among the Labour members as “ Rosie.” 


The Hon. Michael Myers, who has been made a K.C.M.G., is & 
prominent member of the Jewish Community of Wellington. He was 
born at Molucka, N.Z., in 1873, anl educated at Wellington, and, 
devoting himself to law, attained the highest legal posts in New 
Z:saland. He was made a K.C} in 1922. He is now Chief Justice of 
New Zealand. He married Miss Esther Salom, of Adelaide. 


It is a curious fact, that although a great deal has been written 
by Anglo-Jewish historians on the history of the first Ashkenazi Syna- 
gogue in London, after the Resettlement, very little has been written, or 
said about the firat Ashkenazi burial ground. We know that the Great 
Synagogue was formed in 1692, but it was some few years later before 
they had a cemetery of their own. The question may be asked, where 
did the Ashkenazi interments take place ? 


As the Ashkenazi Congregation in the first decade of its existence in 
London was a small one, the assumption is that the interments were few 
took the burials of members of the sister congregation in one of their own 


cemeteries. Of these interments, Ido not think there are any existing 
records, 


Among the deeds in the possession of the United Synagogue, there is 
one dated February 2nd, 1696, which states that Benjamin Levy, 
merchant, of London, acquired a lease of 1,000 years of a piece of property 
in the neighbourhodd of Globe Road, which is described as “The Jewish \ 
Buriall Place.” This “Buriall Place,” eventually became known as the 
Alderney Koad Cemetery. The exact date of the Consecration is 
unknown, but it is beyond doubt that burials took place there at the 
very beginning of the eighteenth century. In the Alderney Road Ceme- 
tery were interred the remains of some of the most celebrated names in 
the early history of the Ashkenazi Community in London, __

It 
is known that public authorities have been defrauded of considerable 
sums by monoy irregularities which were not detected until several years 
later, although they employed qualified accountants. Ia so lightly dis- 
missing the expense involved, your correspondent has overlooked the 
fact that administration «xpvenses are strictly limited; and, where the 
amount allowed has bcs overspent, the members must make good 
any deficiency in the Management Funi, by means of a levy. The 
Chief Registrar of Friendly Societies and his Staff are fully acquainted 
with the “ peculiar customs” of all friendly societies—it is their business 
—hut in his speech, the Registrar only suggested that wherever possible 
and practicable, public auditors shouldbe employed. We believe that 
our Panel of Auditors will fully safeguard the funds of the Lodges. They 
will be selected from men who have had many years of experience, and 
will also include a number of Accountants by profession, members who 
have readily offered their assistance. Our movement thrives on volun. 
tary work, and we feel that we shall get better service by this method 
than by the one advocated by your correspondent.—Mr. A. SCHILDKRAUT, 
(United Ladies’ Tailors Approved Society), 12, Gt.

THE MAKING OF A PREACHER. 


Address by the Rev. A. A. Green. 

Under the auspices of the Great Synagogue Guild for Social 
Service, the Rev. A. A. GREEN gave an address on Puesday even- 
ing in the hall of the Great Synagogue, St. James s Place, on 
“The Future of the Anglo-Jewish Ministry. Mr. LIONEL DE 
RoTus HILD, O B.E., the President of the Guild. presided. 

Tie CHAIRMAN said that he would venture to suggest that the future 
of the Anglo-Jewish Ministry was exactly what the Community carcd to make 
it. (Hear, hear.) A few of them. or rather a few of his frierds egged him on 
to collect money for the Jewish War Memorial 1919, 1920 ar d 1921, with 
the idea of building up the religious centre of tht Jewish Community in Great 
Britain. Thev hed not succeeded in getting sufficient money to carry through 
the whole idea of the scheme. They hed a very excellent Jews: College, ably 
conducted under the Chairmanship of Mr. Japhet, but could it not be improved 
if it had more money 7? If the College cou'd get another £10,000 a year if 
would be able t6 have better premises, more cdequate teaching, and 
possibly a better class of student, espe ially if those stedents could be assured 
of a higher salary when appointcd to the various Synagogues. They had 
to remember that, after all, every indiy.dual was only human, even he who 
felt a strong call to disseminate relipious learning ard to become a spiritual 
guide to others. Yet the young man of 17, 18 or 19 years of age had to think 
whether he wou'd earn enough money uring the next thirty or forty years, 
in order to clothe and fecd himself. and to provide for later life. Uniess they 
paid their ministers well they would not get the class of minister they wanted. 

The Rev. A. A. GREEN said thet those who were interested in the Great 
Synagogue Guild esteemed it a continuous delight and privilege to see 
Mr. de Rothschi'd among them. (Hear, hear.) ‘They liked to see him, 
hear him, as he generally said something that was kind and right and helpful. 
When he was a boy. said Mr. Green. the Jewish Ministry, as it exists to-day, 
was practically unknown ard almost uncdreamed of. At that time the whole 
eon eption of a dewish Minister was that of the (Charan, the Reader of tlhe 
Synagogue. The preacher had not then established himself. Now they 
had a Minister attached to almost every Synagogue, except the Great, and 
preaching had hecome a revular thine. At Jews’ College, under the old 
regime, while it preduced the right kund of man, its fault was that the education 
ran short of what had now become a recognised’ desideratum. There was, 

he would not say a divorce between pulpit efficiency and Rabbinical quali- 
fications, but there wes no approximation. The Jews’ College students 
were not expected Rabbis. It was a fault of judyment. Jews’ 
College shou'd have aimed from the start at having only one class of Minister, 
and that person ought to be competent ¢o answer questions arising out of 
the law and practice of Judaism, -It shou'd include the qualifications of 


a Rabbi as a sine qua non in all the students it sent out ito the clergy. - 


That was one of his dreams, He had no sympathy with people who sought 
to make a strong line of demarcation between 
THE STATUS OF THE READER 
of the Synagoyue and the status of the Preacher. They both filled a necessary 
and a complementary part in the religious machine ry of the Community. 
There was no question of dignity. ‘The question was not what they did, but 
how they did it. What he found about the people who were coming forward 
for the Ministry was that they were so se'dom Synagogue men. — He believed 
in the Reading Desk as one of the best channels forthe work of the Jewish 
Ministry. Npeaking of the question of salaries. Mr. Green said that there 
was not a Minister that he knew who cou!d not very well manage with double 
his salary. But was there any religion in the man who was not capable of 
sacrifice ? They might offer large salaries, but they wou'd not get the 
better type for that. It seemed to him that the great aim to-day was to make 
Ministers scholars. He agreed, of course, entirely with the idea that Ministers 
should be learned men. But he did not like the idea of the pulpit ard other 
opportunities of the Jewish Ministry being buricd as to its human side under 
a cenotaph of knowledee. They ul not want only a scholar in the pulpit ; 
they wanted a living religious force. A Minister shou'd have a 
| KNOWLEDGE OF THE WORLD 
and should know something about men as well as books. He must under- 
stand the point ef view of the people to whom he is talking. He must under- 
stand the trend of mecern opinion and medern times. He did not mind 
sons of foreign-born perents or sons of humble parents taking up the 
Ministry. Whet he ¢:¢ ceptore in the candidates for the Ministry who came 
either of non-English parentage ard environment or of a humble origin, 
was their ignorance of the conditions that a Minister hes to meet. Jews’ 
College, thanks to the wisdom of Mr. Japhet and thanks to the persistence 
of Mr. Ernest: Lesser, hed at last seen the need of providing the students 
of Jews’ College with an opportunity of doing East Erd work. It was very 
necessary indecd that they shou'd know something of these conditions: 
But they shou'd not only know something of East Erd work but of West 
End work as well. That was also necessary. He believed it wou'd be wise 
if the students at Jews’ College, would, towards the end of their pericd of 
training, become attached to a Synagogue where there was a Minister who 
had had sufficient experience to be able to guide young men. Let the young 
Minister take part in the work of the congregation, let him hear somebody 
preech, let him be guided by his mistakes, let him learn from his success. 
Mr. Green said that the Clergy needed status. The Community did not 
respect the position of the Clergy sufficiently. There were, ofcourse, members 
of the Clergy who did attain position of more or less influence and starding, 
and all that sort of thing. It was not because they were Ministers, but rather 
in spite of the fact. As to salaries, Mr. Green said thet they began the 
wrong way. They gave a young man a@ small salary and increased it by 
gradual increments. Now if they had a young Minister with a wife and family 
that man wanted a big salary to bring up a family and educate his children. 
To wait until a man was eighty or ninety until he received the maximum 
salary was absurd. The Minister shou'd be prepared to take part in the 
general life of the town or district in which he lived. This was especially 
necessary in the Provinces, where a Minister should take his seat on the 
platform whenever 4 great social, educational or philanthropic cause was 
being edvanced. It was no good living a self-contained, lock-up life. They 


would welcome recruits to the Ministry from the wealthier class. He would 
be ashamed to tell any Christian that the Jewish Ministry was not considered 
a good enough professional calling for the son of a man who had a bank 
balance. (Laughter.) In conclusion, Mr. Green said he wanted to see others 
tread firmly on the paths which had been difficult to his generation, and to 
feel that whatever his generation had been able to accomplish was not marred 
by self-satisfaction with what they had been able to do, but rather he wanted 
to see successors to the Ministry better equipped, better fitted, and more 
encouraged to place the work of the Jewish Ministers on its highest possible 
plane of purpose and utility. (Applause.) 

Mr. 8. .Japuet said that Jews’ College would try to cope with all those 
very difficult questions that Mr. Green had spoken about. What had not 
been done in seventy-five years could not be remedied in the next eighteen 
months. He felt that they could suececd, and the few years that he had 
before him would be devoted to that work, | 

Mr. Ernest Lesser said that they had got to recognise the fact thet 
the Synagogue did not appeal to the average English Jew. That apathy 
was reflected in the Boards of Management. It was notorious that in many 
Synagogues the Boards of Management were not always recruited from the 
very best type of members. That unfortunate state of affairs made itself 
felt in the election of a Minister. It was often the case, he feared, that 
owing to the fact that the Board of Management was not always recruited 
from the best elements im the congregation, the best and wisest choice of 
candidates for the Ministry was not made. The United Synagogue did its 
best to sway the choice of candidates, but it had to be careful not to interfere 
with the independence of congregations. He thought it very unfortunate 
that the United Synegogue had not more ** plums "’ to offer in the way of 
salaries. Some Provincial and Colonial congregations were offermg larger 
salaries than London, and men were accepting such positions rather than 
take up posts in London. 

The Rev. H. Mayrrow tse said that the line of demarcation between 
Chazan and preacher was, he was sorry to say, growing stronger and stronger. 
Ministers who were second readers regarded the reading of the prayers as 
something that was beneath them. Last year he had occasion to interview 
Sir William Joynson Hicks, who was then Home Secretary, for the purpose 
of securing naturalisation. The Home Secretary asked him why the English 
Jewish Community engaged foreign Reeders. (Mr. Green: Chutzpah, to 
ask such questions !) His answer was that this was a product that did not 
vrow in England, it had to be imported. (Laughter.) He thought that 
as they had established a College for the training of preachers. they shou'd 


establish a College for the training of Chazanim. 


On the motion of Mr. J. MENpELowiTcH, seconded by Mr. J. Bronte, 
a vote of thanks was accorded to the Rev. A. A. Green for his address. A 
similar vote was accorded the Cheirman on the motion of Mr. Jarnet, seconded 
by Mr. N. Lreas, |

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The Communal Drift. 


From Mr. M. EDELMANN. 


To the Editor of THE JeEwIsn CHRONICLE. 


Sin,—For some time past, letters have appeared in your esteemed 
yaper, dealing with what has been called the Drift from Judaism. The 
nature of these various contributions has varied from reasoned analysis 
to hysterical objargation, but in no case has there been any critical con- 
sideration of the cause and origin of this drift. 

Judaism is more tban a religion. Itis the way of lifo of the Jew. 
As long as the Jew possessed his own land or led an intense Communal 
life, his Judaism grew and developed organically with him. Its growth 
and development may, indeed, be compared with the growth of an oak. 
The sapling, while accidentally differing from the mature tree, is, never- 
theless, essentially the same. Judaism, therefore, is something organic, 
the growth of which is conditioned by the circumstances in which the 
Jew lives. If a Jew lives among Jews who follow Jewish customs, whose 
law is Jewish, whose culture is Jewish, whose life, in short, is Jewish, it 
ia inevitable that he becomes staunch to Judaism, because the life of the 
Commuuity is his life also. 

Once, however, the Jew is emancipated and enters into the life of 
his neighbours, he feels that certain aspects of the Judaism of his fathers 
embarrass him in his daily life or, at the best, seem useless anachronistws. 
Without cousidering whether these features are essentials of Judaism or 
merely accretions, he neglects them entirely. And so we get the cause 
and origin of Drift. ; 

Ilow is this Drift to be stemmed? Bullying, or even coaxing, by 
these who regard the Pentateuc': and the whole of the Shulchan Arach 
as equally sacred, only serves to alienate them further. 

‘To my mind, the only method of stemming Drift is to rationalise 
Jewish education. By that I mean that the child should be taught what 
is essential and permanent and what merely incidental in Judaism. The 
« ild shou'd be taught that until we have a land of our own where once 
again Judaism will be able to develop organically, we must preserve to 
the best of our power our traditional Judaism. The child should be taugh 


‘ that the Synagogue is an inconvenience which we must suffer for the 


purpose of preserving our great Idea, and itis my belief that a recogni- 
tion of what is truly fundamental! in Judaism will result ina more earnest 
desire to keep within the Synagogue and thereby preserve those 
fundamentais. 

We Jews are like climbers of an arduous mountain. We have had 
perforce to halt in our progress and cling tenaciously in order to preserve 
our hold. From our precarious position we can see the splendour of our 
past, and our future before us.

membership of the Jewish Nation bestows upon him. He grows into 
manhood with a very vague idea of what is meant by Judaism or its 
religion. The result is that having learnt but little, the little is easily 
forgotten, especially when he sees things publicly done which he has 
been taught are strictly forbidden. He thus loses all interest in Judaism, 
and allows himself to drift farther and further from his reiigion, and 
soW@jimes even helps the tide of assimilation. 

The only remedy, therefore, is that more classes or gatherings of 
Jewish youth should be formed wherever and whenever possible, at 
which, at the very least, a firm knowledge of the essential principles of 
their religion, of Jewish laws and Jewish History, should be tanght by 
competent teachers. 

This would help to establish a fature generation of Jews, who would 
be well prepared to withstand any inclination to drift from the ideals of 
Judaism, and would at the same time instil in them both esteem and 
respect for their religion.

Sirn,—I have read your various articles and correspondence on this 
topic with some amusement and [some regret. There is no doubt that 
there is a movement of unrest or ‘‘ Drift,’’ but need it givo food for 
pessimism’ Let us ask ourselves, whence is the Drift? Whither are 
we drifting? We are drifting away I would submit—not from Religion— 
but possibly from that which, for want of a better term, is called 
‘‘ Orthodoxy '’—from those rules and dogmas formulated centuries ago— 
which ignore progress and a higher conception of the Deity and our duty 
to Him and our neighbours. This, in England, is due largely to the 
teachings of our Ministers, who, whether they believe in it or not, are 
bound to preach ‘* Orthodoxy ’’ to many who no longer believe in it. 

I would venture to submit that Orthodoxy is not the whole duty of 
man, and is not by any means necessarily religion. An illustration of this 
appears in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE of the 13th inst. in connection with 
the appointment of Rabbi Gollop to the office of Dayan. Everyone who 
knows Rabbi GoHop is quite convinced of his competency to fulfil the 
offices of Dayan and of minister and preacher to his congregation. Yet 
the Orthodox object to his occupying the former office, on the grounds 
of his officiating in a Synagogue where there is a mixed choir, as if one 
thing had anything todo with the other. This is but one example of 
what is driving people out of the fold. I have no doubt that you can find 
aS Many good men and women to-day, among the unorthodox as among 
the orthodox. 

And now for the second question : Whither are we drifting? I-would 
suggest that we are drifting away from the shoal upon which the orthodox 
ran aground many years ago, and the drifters are slowly but surely pro- 
gressing on the tide of reason and intelligence towards a higher conception 
of a religion, not guided and ruled by out-of-date formulas which have no 
application to modern life. 

Our would-be leaders should remember ‘' Tempora mutantur,”’ etc.,

The Teachings of Judaism. 

The third volume of an originally planned work* has just come to 
hand from Germany ; it is so notable an achievement that attention to it 
may usefully be directed in this country. 

Works in the German language dealing with the Jewish Religion are 
legion ; some are specially good and others only mediocre. But all have 
in common the descriptive method ; they instruct the reader about the 
essentials of Judaism. Many of them, it is true, give chapter and verse 
for their statements, as a rule, however, the reader if he is interested, 
must find the actual words of the chapter and verse for himself. The 
latest work differs from these others in that it affords the reader an 
opportunity of seeing the actual foundations of Jewish teaching. Take a 
ease in point. Judaism bids us love our neighbour as ourself. Turn to 
the second part of the work and you will fied a short introduction on this 
theme by a well-known authority, and then a collection of Jewish opinion 
on the subject. What does the Bible say about it? Whatthe Talmud? 
What do the medieval Jewish writing; teach? What have modern 
Jewish writerssaid? Lastly, what have non-Jewish writers contributed to 
the problem? From all these sources extracts are printed, and in this 
fashion the principal teachings of Judaism are presented. 

Part one is limited to the foundation of Jewish ethics—Duties of the 
Soul, Freedom of Will, Rewards and Punishment, Equality of all Man.- 
kind. Part two deals with the duties of the individual Jew—Humiiity, 
Gratitude, Work, Personal Morality, Parents and Children, Duties to 
Animals. Part three has for its theme the moral duties of the social 
group—Justice, the Family, Social Work, the Sabbath, War and Peace, 
Miueation. Part foar treats of the doctrine of God—His Unity, His Love, 
Man's Relation to God and God’sto Man; and lastly, the election of Israe] 
and his Mission. VPart five isa stont volume devoted to the consideration 
of the place of Judaism io the world around—how Judaism differs from 
its environwental thought and what it has contributed to that thought. 

Here is a work containing sources: incidentally it becomes an 
antholovy of the best that has been written on Jewish teaching. These 
three volumes may b: warmly recommended to the average man, to the 
Jew of ordinary education, who wishes to find what Judaism stands for, 
He will not seek in vain: he will fiad what he wishes to know, not in the 
words of this or that writer explainiog Judaism to him, but authoritative 
statements collected from the whole field of Jewish literature. 

lt is good news that the work is about to be translated. into English. 
The first volume may be exp 2cted shortly; it will appear in New York, 
and will be issued by the Macmillan Company. Doubtless the London 
house of Macmillans will be in a position to supply the British market.

Tevernichovski and his Poetry. 


A welcome is to be given to Dr. Leonard Snowman’s appreciation of 
Tchernichovski and his Poetry (with renderings from the Hebrew) 
published by ** Hasaf.r'’ Agency for Literature, London. Dr. Snowman 
is sensible of the difficulty of placing Tchernichovski in any labelled 
pigeon-hole and he ‘illustrates his many moods and phases of thought 
with translations which are admirable as illustrations but which, it must 
be ‘said, only seldom lose the flavour of translation. Strangely enough 
this is most marked in the more Jewish of Tchernichovski's psems. “I 
dwell with thunder anil I share i(s dread,’’ is a sonorous line worthy of a 
poct of the first rank. Almost banal in contrast are lines like: 

The little boys march soft and slow, 
The first to pioneer, 
And in their hands are oranges, 
Banners and flags to rear. 
This quatraia is taken from a Sim-hat Torah poem. Tchernichovsi’s 
liebrew idiom is subject to many limitations and in many respects is 
untraditional. Dr. Saowman sees in this a merit and suggests that 


“the new language of priyer will bo fashioned out of the work of men. 


like Tchernichovski.’’ This is a doubtfal propheey.. The poet is too 
diffuse in his outlook ever to becom? a religious influence. Those who 
Shape the religious consciousszess of mankind, are one-idea men. 


Sabbath Economics. 


Docent Dr. Samuel Griinberg, Chairman of the Werld Sabbath Obser- 
vance League, has written a trenchant pamphlet on Sabbath economics— 
“DIE RUCKWIRKUNGEN DER WIRTSCHAFPTLICHEN ENTWICKLUNG AUF DIE 
HLEILIGUNG DES SABBATH.” He shows how, except ander the stress of 
direct persecution, Sabbath observance was an economic possibility for 
the great majority of Jews down to the days of the modern industrial 
revolution and the growing complexity of financial and commercia! inter- 
course due to the narrowing of boundaries and the lowering of barriers of 
time and space between the peoples of the world. He makes no attempt 
to minimise the existing difficulties but, stressing the importance of 
Sabbath observance to Jewish religious life, declares that it is only by a 
anion of forces that such observance can still bo rendered possible. He 
Sees great possibilities in the “ week-end movement” which is gaining 
fround but points out that, even if the S abbath be rescued by this new 
social change, it will ba necessary to guard against its secularisation. 
The pamphlet is a statement of difficulties rather than the outline of a 
solution, but no true Jew will withhold from the League good wishes for 
the success of its efforts. M.

% 95 ON, by deriding the efforts of the Zionist Organisation, 
and propagating an apathetic attitude to our national ideal, in the hops 
of a Messianic Era, which will most assuredly not com> unless we do our 
part in the old Maccabean spirit. 

No right-thinking Orthodox Jew can fail to agree with the high-minded 
and noble aims of the /arbu* Movement so ab'y expounded by the Rev. 
J. K. Goldbloom, As the Chief Rabbi recently said: “ Hebrew is the 
key to Judaism,” and it is this key which is now to be put into the bands 
of the Jewish Youth. 

I would only suggest that an attempt be male to draft all Jewish 
children, with the co-operation of the E-lucation Atithorities, into exclu.

No. 531.—A Chapter of Social History. 


My COUSIN, 


History as taught at school consists in the main of the doings of kings 
and great people, of the interplay of political forces, the ambitioggand 
hatreds of individuals and the wars of nations. It has often been pointed 
out that of greater interest than all these would be to discover how the 
plain man lived, worked and died; under what conditions his life was 
spent; how he found happiness, and the like. Admirers of the late John 
Richard Green claimed that that great historian had set out onthe new 
road and had attempted to give a picture of the ordinary life of the 
English people. 

It is the same with Jewish history. The classical historians con- 
centrated on tae lives of the great. The Prophets belong to ancient 
history; in later days, they were succeeded by the Rabbis or teachers of 
the people. A good deal of Jewish history is consequently taken up with 
the literary lives of the learned and with their works. Bat we should 
dearly love to know how the distinguistied teachers in Israel lived—how, for 
«xample, they spent their days. . Occasionally we obtain a glimpse of this 
sort, ae. for instance, in the letter of Maimonides to his friend Iba Tibbon, 
describiog bis weekly round of duties. ‘ Patients come io and out until 
nightfall. . I converse with, and prescribe for, them while lying 


down from sheer fatigue; and whem night falls I am so exhausted that 4 


can scarcely speak.” | 
Equally interesting would be some glimpse into the life of Jewish 
Communities inthe various centuries. To what extent were they 


relisicus? What was their main concern in life? How did they spend 
their leisure? Had they any cf the problenis with which we tc-day are 
faced’ Answers to these and similar questions, if we had a sufficiency 


cf them. would furnish 1s with the material for writing the social history 
of the Jewish people. At present the material of this character is pot 
available to apy very creatdeurée. Yet, what is available is excecdipgly 
interesting. Thfnok of the memoirs of Glfickel von Hameln, that quaint 
gossip who is a wine of information on the communal life of her town 
and period. Occasionally, also,one comes across unexpected treasure. 
The latest example is that of the memoirs of a Siennese Jew in the first 
qnarter of the seventeenth century, published ia the fitth volume of the 
Hebrew Union College Annual by Dr. Cecil Roth, who has a remarkabie 
flair for discovering precious historical! quartz which will one day yield 
fice cold to the Jewish historian. 

Whenever I come across stories which reflect social conditions in 
Jewry anywhere, my pleasureisurbounded. lexperienced this fortunate 
state the other day when'l discovered a few sidelights on the history of 
the Jews in Cracow about the besinning of the sixteenth centary. Bear 
;0 mind that Henry Vill reigaed in England then, and you will obtain a 
It will assist you if I 
enumerate the characters in the story. Perhaps I had better follow the 
fashion of the serials in the daily papers, which preface any particular 
soction by.a list of characters and a summary ofthe plot. Here is the 
batch: 

l. Rachael Fische’, commonly kaown. by her Polish name of 
Moyzoszowa, wife of Moses Fische! ; 

2. Her son-in-law, Jacob Polak: 

Ephraim Fische!, her soa, commonly called Franscek; and 

i$. Her youngest daughter, Hendel. 

At the end ofthe 15th and the beginning of the 16th centuries the 
Jewish Commanity in Cracow suffered from pogroms, hatreds and 
expulsions. They were hindered in their trade and forced ultimately to 
retire from legitimate business and limit themselves to dealing in old 
clothes and pledged articles. Their taxes were, however, in no wise 
lessened in conse‘juence; and the farmer of these taxes was fa a 
Jew. This position, for it was more than an occupation, usually con- 
tinued in families. Ephraim Fischel, who died in 1485, was succeeded 
as farmer of Jewish taxes by his son Moses, and he in turn by his 
son Ephraim (No. 3 above). Moses died comparatively young, and his 
widow, Rachael Fischel (No. 1 above) appeared to be a woman of great 
influence and abundant wealth. She herself engaged iu bankiag business; 
kings and courtiers were among her clients, and even bishop; did not 
mind being on her books. Consequently she had many friends at court, 
and personal influence in the 16th as in the 20th century counted for a 
great deal. In particular, she was a close friend of Queen Bona Sforza, 
the second consort of King Sigismund I. 

Like all Jewish mothers, Rachael was devoted to her children, and 
she made their interests her principal aim in life. Her elder daughter 
Esther she married to Jacob Polak (No. 2 in the inventory), a man of 
great learning in the Talmud, whose fame is connected with the spread of 
the-"’ pilpulistic ’’ method of Talmudic study. You will recall that pilpul 
is the name given to that sort of mental gymauastics which utilises much 
intellectual ingenuity to establish a point of no great sigaificzance. Hair- 
eplitting might be a picturesque expression for the process. Christian 
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theology had its counterpart at the medieval Universities in scholasticism, 
the twin brother of pilpul. Polak was a great *' pilpulist.’’ Later on he 
founded a school of Talmudic study in Cracow, and his scholars carried 
bis method to Poland, where it was intensified and expanded to such an 
extent that the pi/pul of Polish Rabbis in the 17th and 18th centuries 
became important enough to be a theme for Jewish historians. 

In 1503 King Sigismund, recognising the learning of Polak, made him 
the ‘doctor of the Jews’ (ipsum in doktorem Judacorum promovimus). 
His duties were to settle dispates among Jews, to interpret Jewish Law, 
and to improve ‘he morals of his community. In 1505 his mother-in-law 
presented him and his wife with a house in the Ghetto, and doubtless he 
lived the life of a Rabbi in Israel as hundreds of others like him bad done 
before. 

Now his wife had a sister (No. 4 above) who, at the age of twelve, 
was married to one David Senders. It was no uncommon practice to 
marry off young girls in this fashion. But Miss Hendel, who mast have 
inherited some of the energetic determination of her dear mother, took a 
dislike to the husband foisted upon her, and pleaded with her mother 
that she m'ght be ridof him. That, too, must have been no uncommon 
occurrence, and the usual method was.to arrange a divorce between the 
parties. In those times (Get, as the historian is bound to relate with 
pleasure, was a reasonable process among Jews; and provided the 
circumstances warranted it, it was comparatively easy for couples to be. 
divorced. In this case the husband of the young lady refused to be 
parted from her, and sinc> he refused to provile a Get, there seemed to 
be an impasse. 

Rachael Fischel was one of those women who are not frightened by a 
difficult problem; they find or make a way out. Consulting with her son- 
in-law, the Rabbi of the community, she discovered that if a wife simply 
uttered the words “I do not want him,” that formula according to Tal- 
mudic law was as good as a Get. It may not have been absolutely effec- 
tive, but it was to a very large extent. Unfortunately, however, some 
fifty years before, this method of divorce had bsen declared void by a 
Rabbinic authority of some :influence, Rabbi Menachem, of Merseburg. 
Taking his stand on the Talmudic formula, Polak annulied the marriage 
of his sister-in-law, either on the insistence of his mother-in-law, or to 
mainta'n what in his opinion was the authority of the Talmud: 

The young lady's husband, naturally, was not content to be onsted in 
this high-handed fashion. He appealed to the Rabbis of neighbouring 
communities, and the question of this young girl's divorce became one of 
the major problems of European Rabbis. Without exception they con- 


- demned Polak for his attitu le, and declared that it was his duty either to 


send the girl-wife bac to her husband, or to have them divorced in proper 
form. Oaly on2 solitary authority was prepared to back up Polak, and he 
balf-heartedly and because of duress. His name was Rabbi Meir Pfeffer- 
korn ; it is asserted that he was a relation of the anti-Semite of the same 
name who caused so much trouble to Israel in Germany in the first half of 
the 16th century. Pfefferkorn’s wife and children were in prison; the 
all-powerful Rachael Fische!l, with her inflaence at court, could get them 
released. She was willing to do so on condition that he backed up Polak 
on the question of her daughter's divorce. Torn between love and duty 
the poor man swallowed his principles, and gave his moral support to 
Polak. Bat all the world knew the true worth of his opinion; and, as 
Polak stubbornly maintained his attitude, the ban of excommunication 
was issued against him by many Rabbis. He was forced to lay down his 
office, and he left Cracow for one year on the 2ad of August, 150). He 
was soon back, not as Rabbiof the Congregation but as head of a }shiba 
or Talmudical College. 

There were then two Rabbis in Cracow, though there was only one 
Synagogue. The Polish Congregation desired a Rabbi of their own, and 


the Bohemian Congregation likewise clamoured for a spiritual shepherd. 


The latter chose Rabbi Perez, of whom little is known beyond his name ; 
and the Poles chose Asher Lemel (who died in 1531). Lemel was a widower 
at the time, and we soon find that he became the second husband of Miss 
Hendel, the heroine of the interesting divorce case. How she got rid of 
her first husband does not appear. It may be that her mother’s influence 
Was 80 great in high circles that, with her “I do not want him,” she was 
released from the yoke of poor David Senders. Perhaps her mother was 
determined that both her daughters should be the wives of Rabbis. 

In all these occurrences we obtain a glimpse of machinations and 
underhand dealings and influence and what not. Polak's treatment at the 
hands of the Rabbis who had excommunicated him must bave rankled, 
for when he found an opportunity he took hisrevenge. One of the Rabbis 
who had taken a strong stand against him was Abraham Munz of Padua. 
it so happened that a Jew of Bologna dep>-sited twelve thonsand florins 
with a fellow-Jew for the latter to keep. When in due course he demanded 
his money, his friend simply refused to return it. He was cited before 
Rabbi Abraham Munz, and the losing party, dissatisfied with the judg- 
ment of the Rabbi, appealed to other Rabbis, including Polak. Polak, 
seizing the opportunity of re-paying his erstwhile enemy ia his own coin, 
issued an excommunication against him. Strange how these Rabbis 
hurled this weapon against their enemies! 

But that wasasmall affiir. Presently Polak was in trouble once 
more. Queena Bons hal a Jewish physician called Samuel, and this . 
medical mia was friendly with a certain Moses and his wife Clara. The 
physician was often at their house, and the three were frequently seen 
together. It would seem that in those days, as in these, evil tongues 


mast find occupation, and slander was bruited abroad concerning Samuel 


and Clara. In due course the slander became so loud that Clara was 
cited before the Beth Din to answer for adultery. Such a matter at that time 
was very serious and might have unpleasant consequences. In those 
days, the Beth Din exercised great powers. Accordingly, the two 
defendants moved heaven and earth to discover the originator of the 
Slander. Who snould it be but Rabbi Jacob Polak! 


Oa April 23rd, 1522, the wife, the husband, and their friend accused 
Polak before the Jews’ judge. They alleged that Polak had warned 
Moses not to live with his wife because she had committed adultery with 
Samuel, and Moses claimed 100 markg damages agaist Polak, The 
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matter was inquired tanto at great length. Polak denied having said any. 
thing, and when‘n the end he was asked to support his denial on oath, 
we learn that he swore on the Ten Commandments that never had he 
said a word about the plaintiffs. The court declared that Samuel and 
Clara were innocent, and that there was no stain upon their character. 
It should be remembered, however, that they had a score of 
witnesses prepared to testify that they had heard Polak say the words 
which he had denied on oath. The question is, was he guilty of perjury? 
We must form our own opinion. It is significant, however, that, shortly 
after, Polak left Cracow for Palestine where he ended his days. 

This is social history if you like. Human nature, apparently, was no 
different in the 16th from what it is in the 20th century. For that time, 
the case of Moses, Clara and Samuel rv. Polak comes asa surprise. One 
would hardly expect problem: of this sort bothering Jewish Communities 
in the 16th century. Yet it would be too much to assume that the case 
is isolated. Chroniques scandaleuses,, you willsay. But these too are a 
component of social history.

THE FIRST REACTION, 


Here, represented in unique bulk and quality, are the four or five 
creat centuries in which mediw val Europe absorbed the classical tradition 
andevolved the modern mind, or that part of it which is represented by, say, 
Alexander Pope and Marcel Proust and all thatlies betweenthem. What 
do these centuries mean tous? They must obviously mean something 
very different to each section of the modern world which asks that 
question, for they are in themselves a whole culture, and each ceneration 
and each school which has followed has not only gone to a different part 
of that culture for its stimulus, but has taken different needs, and an 
egjuipment of different terms with which to interpret and to absorb it. 

We can be pretty sure of one thing. Those who have gone to it for 
anything exceptart have found exactly gsrhat they took with them, geod 
or bad. Sociological, ethical and religions theorists, Spengler, Ruskin 
and Tolstoy, met with their own reflections and little else. From this 
point of view the Jew is fortunate in baving no ulterior interest of his 
own to interpose between himself and the purely artistic interest of the 
period. What Italian art means to the Jew, strictly as such, is—— 
nothing whatever. Even in terms of artistic psychology it is further 
removed from him than almost any other of the great cultures of the old 
world. Set any Persian picture or Assyrian sculpture beside the Botti- 
celli Primavera and the kinship to Jewish feeling of the first two, and the 
remoteness of the last is clearly seen. Even the Dutch school, though 
superficially still more alien to Jewish artistic tendencies, provedin fact 
to be less so when he!ped a little by peculiar social conditions, it pro- 
vided them with their first European outlet, 

Going, therefore, in a quite unusually impersonal vein, we shail find, 
if we are so strenuous as to seek anything but direct pleasure, that there 
is one outstanding tendency.in these successive centuries ofart. That 
is the tendency towards greater skill and greater realism, and on the 
whole, towards much less keenness and purity of plastic feeling. Oddly 
enough, our taste as amateurs of painting has been travelling in just the 
opposite direction since in the earliest eighteenth century the last “ Old 
Master’ was to us a modern, and all his predecessors slightly out of 
date. Seventeen hundred A.p. liked the painters of seventeen hundred ; 
a century later liked those of the century earlier, in eighteen fifty 
we had gone back to Botticelli and even to ‘‘ my painter’ who 
bat Cimabue,’’ and recently we have been finding most pleasure 
in the ancestors of the primitives themselves, the —— school. 
This, to those who hold that paiating is nothing moreitt the craft of 
exactly imitating attractive objects must seém a piece of cynical and 
perverse agression on the part of the highbrows. How, they must ask, 
can anyone pretend to prefer these severities of line and colour, these 

formidably inexpressive unkissable faces to glowing hues, amazing 
life-likeness and countenauce subtly opulent in character and charm. 
They may not ask the question quite so lou®@y as when Epstein’'s 

tima was the case in point; there is thg. weight of too many 
centuries and too many volumes for that, et murmuring that 
they “know what they like,” they will hurry on to look, for the wrong 
reasons, at what they were told to like when young, or else to look for 
those darker pictures, which, covered with glass, show them what they 
really seek in all art—themselves and their sweethearts. 

No reader of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, of course, would do this. All 
would generously admit that a Botticelli nude is actually less like a woman 
undressed than the latest coloured (and hypothetically perfectly accurate) 
product of a “ Paris Art Photograpby Studio,” and, in fact, would become 
a worse picture the more it could be altered to resemble the latter. 
From this the obvious conclusion may even be granted that the superior 
excellence of the Botticelli must be in its possession of something better, 
visually, than the best of photographs or models, and that the photo- 
graphic element is, in the end, the enemy of art. 

For what, therefore, shail we look? Let us go next week and see if 
we can isolate it in particular pictures? K.

In the COUT Se of his address, the Chief Rabbi said that just hefore the 
war the old prenuses of the Bayswater Jewish Schools were condemned 
ans it — as thouwh after a half a century ef wonderful service in the 
cause of education and of Israel, the Schools would become a memory because 
of the vast sum r pur d to rebuild them. But in spite of their difficulties, 
a handful of men and women made up their minds that they would not 
yy rmit these Jewrsh Schools to he close d. After years of labour and of 
anxiety, they found that what so many thought would never be doné, was 
done, and marvellously well done. .But not unto them, but unto Ced's 
holy Name be the glory. Their thoughts went beck to the founders and 
friends of their [nstitution. to the tleadmasters and \lasters., and to the 
generations of pupils who passed through its portals. They expecially 
thought of the founders and these faithful friends of the School who were no 
longer in the land of the living—of Dr. Hermann Adler. th 
I. Samuel and R. Harris; Henry Louis Cohen, 
Emanuel, J. Flatau and Howard Walford: and. alas! they must now edd 
Harold M. Wiener who was murdered in Palestine during the 
and Samuel Goldhill- who was withthem at the Foundatior Stone laving. 
They thought of the valorous Jewish -women, the 
whom that Schoo! wes sO dear Mrs. H. Adler and onus. Viias 
Rebecca Aguilar and Miss Laicas, Mrs. M. Wiener and Vrs. Elkin Voertta. 
The neglect of Jewish education on the part of the C‘ommunity in former 
generations would vet end in the realisation that it was a life-and-death 
question not only in Russia, but also in England. Here. as there, thev hid 
fanatics of assimilation. Some of these would close Talmud Torahs. Ys shibahs 
amd Denominational Schools, Thev even bevrudged the money spent on 
the Jewish Reliw Fdueation Board and Central tommuttee for Jewish 
Education. But these were solitary figures. The heart of the Community 
was sound and the future was with those who stood for the preservation 
of our spiritual rpm F He would not be doing justice to that occasion, 
proceeded the Chief Rabbi. if he cid not touch upon one other phase of the 
activities of the nat iter Jewish Schools. They did -net intend merely 
to take care of little Jewish children. Education, according to the 
conception, Was a life-long process and did not stop at the ave of ten, eleven 
or even fifteen. ,And therefore no Community did its duty if it did not 
keep its hold on the adolescents, on the g nd girls, on the young 
men and women, even on the older men and women; and it was their hope 
and their plans hed been made accordingly-—that these Bayswater Jewish 
Social Centre for the entire Jewish life of the 
population of Notting Hill. Their plans and schemes hed been made with 
that end in view, andin conseerating that bui!ding thev were only consecrating 
the tea: hinw portion of it. But they could not complete that part of thew work, 
unless thev hadfurther helpfromthe Community. The sum of £15,000had been 
raised so far, and the need d another £10,000 to settle outstandime delits 
ard to complete thie their . work, PNT PR 
na Thev felt confident that the Commumt, woul! lielp 
them to complete their work, even as it helped them te begin it, and to bring 
it to the stage at which it was that day. : 

The Rev. Erpurii Levine, M.A... said that the Chief Rabbi had not

He trusted that the centre wou'd be well sup ported by 
the whole of the Community, because the work that was to be dene in it 
was vital to the whole of the Community and to Jewry generally. 

The Cuter Raser said he cou'd not have done what he did without 
the help of those whose names Mr. Levine had mentioned and of 
Mr. Leonard B. Franklin (one’ of the Vice-Presidents), Mr. Alexander

SERMON FOR THE WEEK.

“4nd I will make them one nation in the land upon the moun- 
tains of Isract, and one king shall be king to them all,and they shall 
be no more two nations, neither shall they be divided into two 


kingdoms any more at 2%. 

The first part of the chapter, from which this Haphtorah is taken, is 
the vision of the valley of the dry bones, foretelling the resurrection of 
the House of Israel and its spiritual regeneration. The second part of the 
chapter, our portion from the Prophets for this Sabbath, is concerned with 
a symbolism designed to teach Ezekiel’s hearers one of the conditions 
of that resurrection and regeneration : the reconciliation and reunion of 
the people, too long divided from one another. It finds-an appropriate 
place as the prophetical message that in our ritual accompauies the 
reading from the Pentateuch that tells of the reconciliation of Joseph 
with bis brethren. It was the house of Joseph that had led the revolt of 
the northern kingdom in the days that followed the accession of Rehoboam 
to the throne of Solonion, his father. 

The tribe of Ephraim, Joseph's son (preferred by Jacob above 
Manasseh, his elder brother), first became prominent in Jewish history 
through the leadership of Joshua, the Epbraimite, successful leader of the 
people and conqucror of Canaan. Soon after the settlement, Ephraim 
became a dominant factor. in the political development of the northern 
tribes. Included in its territory were the ancient city of Shechem and 


the long sacred places of Betheland Shiloh. After the death of Solomon’ 


it is Jeroboam, an Ephraimite who leads the rebellion against the new 
kiog, Nchoboam, culminating in the secession of the ten tribes and the 
establishment of a rival kingdom and a rival! centre, of worship. The 
northern tribes were lopg engaged in a b‘tter struggle with Judah 
and Bepjamio, who had remained faithful to the royal house of David. 
It was more than a political secession. It involvedan attempt to setupa 


rival and an idolatrous form of worship, in opposition to that ofthe Temple ° 


of Jerusalem. The new cults that obtained in the north were accom- 
panied by all sorts of flagrant immoralities. It was to the northera king- 
dom that so many stirring and moving callsto repentance were made by the 
most eloquent of the prophets. They refer to it frequently by name 
as Israel or asEphraim. “ Ephraim compasseth me about with falsehood 
and the house of Israel! with deceit, but Judah yet rnleth with God, and is 
faithful among the holyones.” (Hosea-xii., 1). As the prophets foretold, 
disaster cvertook them. The Assyrians advanced inté their kingdom, 
besieged and captured Samaria, their capital, and finally terminated for 
ever tho enn we kingdom of Israelor Ephraim. “Therefore the 
Lord was very afgry with Israel, and removed them out of His 
sight; there was none left but the tribe of Judah only. So was 
Israel carricd away out of their own land to Assyria.” (II Kings 
xvii, 15-23.) From this period history loses sight.of the ten tribes, 
though speculation anil imagination have conjectured their survival io 
strange places, and there are those who still look forward to their 
ultimate restoration and union with the rest of God's people. The 
southern kingdom of Judab and Benjamin continued its separate history 
for more than acentury. Then it had to pay also the penalty of its own 
backsliding, and Judah was carried captive to Babylon. What might 
have happened had the captives in Assyria. had a prophet in their midst 
we donot kaow. Julah was more fortunate. Her prophets did not cease 


their preaching because of her downfall. Some of their most eloquent 


and inspiring messages were delivered to those who by the streams o 
Babylon sat and wept, when they remembered Zion. (Psalm cxxxvii). 
Of these one of the mst remarkable was Ezekiel: “Priest and 
prophet, preacher and w.iter, inspirer of the nation, and pastor of 
individual souls.” He conceived it to be his prophetic mission to win his 
compatriots individually for God. Thoss who were thus redeemed were 
to form the congregation of a new Temple, which he visualised. Deprived 
of a worldly foundation oa which to build, Ezzkiel depends upon a 
spiritual one. The downfall of the State, though i: appears tobe final 
and hopeless, as the bleaching bones he sees in the dark valley is the 
means that God has chosen fr the regeneration of His people. Nor 
does he despair of the restoration *of their ancient glory as a 
people. Neither the Assyrian nor the Babylonian captivity repre- 
sents the end of the dominion of Israel. It may well have been 
that though soms hundred and fifty years hai passed since the 
dispersion of the northern kingdom, some connection had bsen 
maintained between its survivors and the Babylonian captives. How- 
ever heavily these national disasters had weighed upon the slender 
hopes of outcast Israel, they offer to the prophet a means of rousing the 
spirits of his brethren. He takes two sticks, and writes names upon 
them. On the one is written: “This belongs to Judah and the children 
of Israel, his companions.” Oa ‘the other: “This belongs t»> Joseph, 
this is the stick of Ephraim, and of all the house of Israsl, his 


companions.” He p'aces them together in his hands and lo! they have 


ome a single stick, lying in his hand. “So,” says the prophet, “shall 
God take these two separate tribes and psoples, whom He has punished 
and purified, bring them in His Divine hand back to their ancient land, 
and make them once again a single nationin the land upon the mountains 
of Israel.” Their separateness had been but an incentive to their sinful- 
ness. Their re-union should be a symbol of a new faithfulness of a new 
ideal, fit for the consummation of a united Israel. “I will save them out 
of all their dwelling-places wherein they have sinned and I will cleanse 
them. So shall they be My people and I will be-their God.”

NOTES ON THE SEDR 
Sabbath Genesis xliv., 18—xlvii., 27. 


XLV., 8. In the second half of the verse we find some remarkable 
instances of the influence of the Egyptian language upon the Hebrew of 
this section of Genesis. The ordinary word for “appoint” in Hebrew is 
"DB, but here we have S°W which, in this sense, appears to have been 
borrowed from the Egyptian (see Yabuda, “Sprache des Pentateuch,” 
p. 9). More striking is the phrase “a father to Pharaoh,” which no late 
Hebrew writer would have dreamt of employing. The word =N is a 
t-ansliteration of the Egyptian it/, which was commonly used as a 
t le of the priests and the king’s chief courtiers. The full form is 
“father to the god,” the “god” being Pharaoh; but a monotheistic 
author would have scruples against usi such an expression. He 
therefore substituted the phrase “father to Nharaoh ” (Yahuda, pp. 22f.). 
Tue same authority informs us that the néxt clause, “lord of all his 
house,” is nothing else than a Hebraized form of an Egyptian title which 
denotes “Chief Marsball of the Court.” Finally, Joseph describes him- 
selfas “Ruler over al! the land of Egypt.” It is noticeable that the 
phrase “all the land of Egypt” is repoatedly employed in the narrative 
of Joseph (see also xli., il, 43; xliv., 46). Yahuda shows that the 
kingdom of Egypt consiste1 of two parts, one in the north and the other 
ia the south, each being usually under a separate governor. The special 
distinction of Joseph was that he was set over “all the land of Egypt,” 
i.e. both the northern and southern districts. 

Sach accuracy in detail reveals an intimate knowledge of Egyptian 
conditions and the Esyptian language, which could only have been 
possessed by a writer who had lived in the coantry. These marks of 
antiqaity have convinced the forem>st arche ologists that in Genesis we 
have genuinely old_rec ords and not the work of late authors. 

Verse 10. “The landof Goshen.” There were two reasons why this 
district was selected by Joseph for his kinsfolk. Firstly, it was the most 
fertile part of the country and specially suitable for pasturing cattle (see 
xivii., 4), which was their main occupation. S »condly, in view of the 
fact that a shepherd was ragarded as aa “abomination” by the 
Egyptians (xlvi, 34), that locality was But thinly populated. It must 
not be thought that the district was entirely given over to the Hebrews. 
Apparently the king’s heris were cared for there (xlvii., 6), amd the 
were yptiam slaves or alicns. But the cescrip- 
tion as given in the early chapters of Exolus p-ctures the Hebrews as 
residing side by side with the Egyptians (see iii., 22; xi., 2). 

Verse ll. “Lest thou come to poverty.” This is Rashi’s rendering 
which is derivedfrom the Targum. Since the word as vocalised can only 
be the Niphal of @°, Ibn Ezra and Rashbam translate “lest thou Le 
dispossessed,” driven ont of the land by hunger. The former explanation 
Seems preferable, but the difficulty is that it requiresa root @™., The 
solution may bo“ttrst the Massoretes pointed the word incorrectly, and 
it should be read furash the Hophal of WT. 

Verse 12. “And the eyes of my brother Benjamin.” Why did Joseph 
aid these worls? It must surely have sufficed that they had themselves 
witnessed the eminence of his status in ‘Egypt. Sforno comments: 
“Since he knew nothing of my having been sold,” but this scarcely 
removes the difficulty. It is possible that by MN he means “ my full 
brother,” the son of the same mother, as ia xliii. 29; and he wished to 
imply that the testimony of Benjamin would carry great weight with 
Jacob when he corroborated their statements. 

“My mouth that speaketh.” Most of the Jewish commentators 
adopt the explanation of the Targum that the intention of the phrase is 
tiat Joseph spoke with his brothers in the Hebrew tongue and without 
aninterpreter, But it is not easy to see how this fits into the context 
and strengthens the point which he is trying to make, viz., to convince 
his father that the wonderful news they are bringing him is true. 
Ebrlich maintains that it means nothing more than “It is I that 
speaketh”; then why does not the text use the simple °23N? Rashbam 
seoms to suggest the cgrrect explanation, viz., the tidings which you are 
to bring to my father are not derived by you from hearsay ; behold, you 
see with your eyes that it is the mouth of Joseph that speaks to you.

IF I WERE A CHRISTIAN.* 


By Rabbi Stephen S. Wise. 
If it were fitting that I should—and if 1 were free to—deal with the 
many problems suggested by my theme, “ If I Were a Christian,’ I would 
pause to consider certain questions which men face. The first of these is 


implicit m the substitution of church and ecclesiasticism, of dogma and its. 


compulsions for what were the faith and teachings of Jesus of Nazareth. 
Obvious it is that the so-called priestly system was not an exclusively or 
particularly Jewish vice, but is one of the human evils bound up with tle 
government of churches, whether pre-Christian or Christien. Nineteen 
hundred years after the beginning of the Chistian era, a Jew cannot, help 
noting that while Judaism has largely disfranchised ‘itself from the evil, 
the church, which has grown out of--and away from—the teachtng of Jesus, 
is encumbered by ecclesiastics and ecclesiast icism as the Synagogue never was. 


If 1 were a Christian [ could hardly help wonder at the great gulf tht - 


has become fixed between such unity and comradeship of the disciples of 
Jesus as He commended to them and the endless multiplication throughout 
the centuries of Christian churches and sects ard denominations—much 
of denominationalism growing up, as the very term implies, arourd names, 
If I were a Christian I should grieve—as indecd I do, although a Jew—~ 
over the contradiction between the word of him who is called the founder 
of Christianity, “ Love ye one another,’ and the presence of a military guard 
at the Church of the Nativity in Bethlchem te keep the priests of different 
groups of Christendom from slaying one another. 

if I were a Christian I should rejoice in Saint Francis, but I should 
sorrow over a pact made by the church of St. Francis with Mussolini. If 
1 were a Christian [ should have high pride in Aquinas and Augustine, but 
I should confess to shame over the immeasurable infamy of Torquemada, 
in truth, of the Torquemad:s, big and little, who have been persecutors 
and destroyers of the brothers of Jesus in the name of Christianity. Lt 
] were a Christian I should pray that the Christian church or churches might 
supplement the recital of the beatitudes by one clear call for peace, not 
haveling and chaffering over the instrumentalities of war, but moving resist- 
lewly towards the ineffable triumphs of peace. If I were a Christian I should 
wish to see my church hospitable rather than hostile to truth; for inhos- 
pitality to truth, or even the truth-secker, is not a token of sclf-sufficing 
strength, but of self-contemptuous weakness and cowardice. 

If | were a Christian I should give heed to the Jewish problem, because 
the attitude of men to the Jew is always a test of the reality of moral 
standards and religious claims of civilisation itself. For Christianity’s sake, 
I would not have Christendom judged by its attitude toward the Jew — 
although in truth there are happily, multitudes of exceptions to the 
unchristian attitude. 7 

In many ways, alas! the attitude of Christendom to the Jew may be 
tested. First, there is the unashamed persecution of Jews in unenlightened 
or half-enlightencd lands, whether that persecution take the form of the 
numerus clausus in, Hungary, of the economic boycott in Poland, or of the 
student warfare of Christians upon Jews in Roumania. If [ were a Christian, 
as Lama Jew, I should say, “ These are the real stigmata of Christ.”’ 


If I were a Christian I should concern myself not only with the obvious. 


brutalities and the unashamed indecencics of attitude on the part of the 
so-called Christian countries in Central and Eastern Europe but I should 
be no Jess concerned about the silent pogroms and the bloodless discrimina- 
tions and the politer, but no less fatal, proscriptions practised against the 
Jews in lands of civilisation, things which are not to be controvertid because 
« few favourcd and, for one reason or another, powerful Jews are or believe 
themselves to be exempt from the operations of the law of Christlessness 
as practised in Christendom. If I were a Christian I should be ‘ashamed 
of the cruelty of a myried thoughts and words and acts of the Christian 
wor'd which are ruthlessly and devastatingly anti-Jewish, the chiefest outcome 
of which is to evoke either the self-contempt of the surviving few or the 
ioral destruction of the unresisting many. 

lf | were a Christian, 2s I am a Jew I should feel deeply ashamed of 
the reaction of much of the so-called Christian world to the anti-Jewish 
decds wrought in Palestine some months ago, even though this reaction 
le abetted or half-justificd by the self-betrayal of a few outstanding Jews. 
The truth is thet Christendom for the largest part has given of its sympathy 
ind goodwill to them that have warred against the Jews in Palestine rather 
than to the Jews who have been warred upon A terrible anti-Jewish ill-will 
has been revealed by individuals and groups and journals within the Christian 
wor'd which have borne themselves as if Jews were ruthless invaders and 
(lespoilers of Palestine and slayers of its people. 

The Jews in Palestine are there of right and not by sufferance, and yet 
® most distinguished Christian, Kirby Page, though finding it in his heart 
to set up @ contrast between Jesus and Christianity, writes on Palestine 
for a number of American journals without one word of citation of the mind 
of the Jews in Palestine, and quotes the Grand Mufti of Jerusalem, a dis- 
credited and fanatical betrayer of his people, as comparing the coming of 
the Jews to an invasion of California by the Japanese people. And this is 
cited by one calling himself a Christian, who assents by his unrebuking 
sence, 


One of the great Christian journals of America—the Christian 


Century—after years of effort on behalf of international peace through

Russian Religious Persecution, — 


AMERICAN JEWISH PROTEST. 


FAILURE OF RUSSO-JEWISH COLONISATION, 
\From our Correspondent—NEW YORK.) 


Dispatches filtering through the censérship and otherwise remitted 
by correspondents who have not been afraid to tell the truth, have 
revealed the incessant harassment -and interdiction to which the Jews, 
and especially the religious teachers, Rabbis and Zionists, have been sub- 
jected in Russia. The Conference recently called by the American 
Jewish Congress was meant to shed light on the subject and to issue a 
protest which would not only reflect the feeling of the numerous national 
organisations affiliated to the Congress, but which would be reiterated 
iadividually by these bodies, so that the entire Jewish masses would be led 
t> declare their opposition to the anti-religious policy of the Soviet 
Government in its ruthless destruction of Judaism. 

[t was in this spirit that the delegates of sixty Jewish Organisations 
met to discuss the situation. Reports were read on the siuation in 
Russia, depressing accounts of the moral and spiritaal effeteness that are 
the lot of our brethren there, Attacks were made on the lersekzi«, that 
clique sof Commuaistic Jews, who, with the conaivance of the Soviet 
regime, are endlessly seeking ways and means for divorcing the Jew 
from iis faith. These attacks were extended to the Russian Jewish 
Colcaisation plan, and as Rabbi Wise so fervently declared, ‘Even if tho 
exponents of Rassian Colonisation would claim that a half of the Jewsin 
Kussia are being settled on ths land—and although their claims are wild 
enough, they have never made such a wild claim—I would refuse to 
bargain away the mora! and spiritual rights of the remaizing million-and- 
a-half.” Mr. Loo. M. Glassman, a well-knowa Jewish journalist, in 
ais accounts of the Colonisation Scheme, asked: Is it that American 
Jewry has beon so silent regarding Mussia, because it fears its protest 
against the,Soviet Governmeat may endanger the colonisation scheme, 
which, after five years of effort, Cannot be regarded as successful, and 
which at best has given som e material aid to but 1 few thousand Jews, 
and is certainly less important than the spiritual and moral well-being of 
three million Jews ? Moreover, contin'ued Mr. Glassman, if the fate of the 
colonisation enterprise hangs by a thread so thio that it can be svapped 
by a protest against the injastices practised against the Jews in Soviet 
Russia, then American Jewry has the right to stop and speculate as to the 
wisdom of the undertaking. The Jewish colonisation scheme, dcclared 
Mr. Glassman, while highly laudable and justifiable in principle, has 
turned out to be a failure. 

Mr. Glassman, who was the represen tative in Rassia of a well-known 
news agency, delivered a lengthy and detailed paper on the situation as 
it affects the Jews. He said that the Soviet Government was guided 
purely by political expediency in its treatment of the various political 
sects. He found for example that the Tartars in the Crimea, who profess 
the Mohammedan faith suffer perhaps nearly as much as the Jews 
because these Tartars have slight connections with their fellow 
Mohammedans in other countries. Oa the other hand the Mohammedans 
in Caucasia and the Sibsrian Republics who have strong bonds with their 
brethren abroad are interfered with to a much lesser degree. ‘The Soviet 
Government, said Mr. Glassman, adopted a liberal and humane policy 
wherever it found that to be in its own interests. If the Jewish leaders 
i; America and elsewhere pursue] the proper line of action it was not 
impossible tossuppose that the Soviet Government might decide to alter 
its policy towards the Jews on similar grounds of expediency. 

Mr. Glassman describad the passionate opposition to religion of the 
Yevsekzia, who, he observed, hate everything Jewish with a venomous 
hatred worthy of the Jacobins. Hoe pictured the extreme plig™® of the 
Russian Zionists, who were being constantly persecuted as counter- 
revolutionaries. Rabbis and religious teachers, he declared, were being 
mercilessly intimidated and terrorised, synagogues and religious schools 
were being confiscated and converted into workers’ clubs. Jewish 
children, immersed in the anti-religious doctrine taught them in the 
Soviet schools were becoming enemies of their parents. 

No less frank in tone and utteranc> was the speech made by Dr. 
Stephen S. Wise. Dr. Wise could not see how Zionists the world over 
had remained silent while their fellow Zionists in Russia were beicg 
inplacably hounded and terrorised, The si lence on Russia was a tragit 
commentary on the courage and wisdom of Jews. It was necessary for

Anti-Semitic Officials in Russia. 


Heavy Sentences Imposed. - 
‘From our Correspondent.—Moscow , 


The trial has taken place in Moscow of the six Russian Communist 
officials who conducted anti-Jewish propiganda at a brick factory in 
Kostroma. Four of them have been sentenced to imprisonment for two 
years and the other two to imprisonment foreighteen months. The head 
of the Homel Co-operative, Mr. Serebriakoff, bas been dismissed on 
account of his anti-Semitic activities. 

The Ukrainian Government has also reprimanded several heads of 
Ministerial departments and of Co-operatives for failing to carry out its 
orders to help the unemployed impoverishel Jews to obtain work, for 
imposing heavy taxes ou the poor and for neglecting to train the Jewish 
youth as skilled workers.

A Country Without Anti-Semitism. 


German Jews Look Across the Frontier. 
[From our Correspondent—BERLIN. | 

The news that the King of Jugo-Slavia has granted absolute autonomy 
to the Jewish communities of his country, giving them equal rights, 
religiously and otherwise, on the lines of the Church of the State, has 
aroused widespread interest in all parts of Germany. The Jews of this 
country cannot fail to find a tremendous difference betweeen the whole. 
hearted autonomy just granted in Jugo-Slavia, where no anti-Semitism is 
known, and the continual growth of anti-Semitism in Germany, where it 
becomes more and more difficult for the Jew out of work to find a 
situation. 

The most remarkable part ofthis newly granted autonomy lies in the 
fact that Jugo-Slavia is surrounded by strongly anti-Semitic countries, as 
for instance Austria and Roumania. In fact, Jugo-Slavia is the only 
country of the Balkans that is not anti-Semitic. 

Allin all, there live in the Balkans about one and a quarter million 
Jews : 900,000 in Roumania, 100,C00 iu Greece—mainly Salonika— 5,000 
in Constantinople, 80,000 in Jugo-Slavia, 55,000 in Bulgaria, and 200 in 
Albania. They consist of two more or less equal groups of Ashkenasim 
and Sephardim. 

Among the Sefhurdim the most interesting sect is the Mamini in 
Salonika the followers of Rabbi Sabatai Levy, who in the seventeenth 
century tried to reform Judaism in Turkey by attempting to bridge the 
Mosaic and Mohammedan religions. The Mamini live and dress like 
Mohammedans, visit the Mosque, undertake pilgrimages to Mecca, and 
publicly act like Mohammedans, while secretly they live like orthodox 
Jews. 

In Jugo-Slavia, two-thirds of the Jews are Askenasim and one-third 
Sephardim. In the capital, Belgrade, the Jewish Community numbers 
11,090 souls. About half of them are merchants, a quarter are engaged 
in industry, 64 per cent. are professionals, 34 per cent. belong to the 
agricultural classes, and the rest serve in the Army. Nationally one. 
half of them are citizens of Jugo-Silavia, 15 per cent. are Germans, 15 per 
cent. Hungarians, and 17 per cent. give their nationality as Zionists. Of 
the 11,000 Jews living in the country, over 2,000 give their mother- . 
tongue as Hebrew.

Grievances to be Aired in the Sejm. 
[From «a Correspondent—W AKSAW,] 


The new Polish Government will have to deal among other things 
with an interpellation introduced by the Jewish Parliamentary Club . 
into the Sejm against the injustices done to Jews in the educational 
world in Poland. The interpeilation states that the Jews in Poland 
pay forty per cent. of the total amount of taxes, although they only 
constitute eleven per cent. of the population. Yet large numbers of 
Jewish children, estimated to amount to forty per cent. of the total 
number of Jewish children cf the school age, are not provided with schools 
by the Government. Large numbers of Jewish children are thus com- 
pelled to go to private schools or not to go to school at all, if they cannot 
afford to pay the fees in the private schools. The majority of the Jewish 
children who attend the Polish elementary schools, are compelled to 
attend lessons on Saturdays. . 

In Warsaw, twelve per cent. of the Jewish children do not attend 
school, because no schools are provided for them. The buildings of the 
schools attended by Jews are in a bal condition, and they lack all modern 
hygienic appliances. The classrooms are also crowded. The Govern- 
ment fails to provide for Jewish religious education in the schools 
attenied by Jews, and where Jewish religious education is arranged for, 
the Jewish parents have to pay for ib, although the Christian parents do 
not pay for Christian religious education. In many schools Jewish 
religious education is not allowed, even if the Jews are willing to pay for 
it. The number of schools usually closed on Saturdays is gradually being 
reduced and assimilation is being forced on the Jewish children. The 
number of Jewish teachers is also gradually being reduced, and non-Jews 
are appointed in their places. 


Expropriation of Jewish Cemetery. 


Greek Government’s Decision. 
our 

The Jewish population is roused in indiguation at the Government's 
decision to expropriate by gradual stages the large Jewish cemetery here 
which is about five hundred years’ old. There are tombs there that date 
from 1497, about five years after the expulsion of the Jews from Spain 
and their arrival in Turkey. The first decree, expropriating 6,500 metres 
has already been published. 

The Jewish Communal Council has already started its plans to have 
annulled this decision which so gravely impinges upon the religious and 
traditional feelings of Salonikan Jewry. The Communal Assembly at 
one of its latest sittings passed a unanimous resolution of protest against 
the expropriation—all the more because a park is to occupy the site of 
the cemetery—and affirming the will of the whole Jewish population not 
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toallow such a violation of this historic old monument. A dispatch in 
these terms has been addressed to the Government. And now a Jewish 
delegation is going to Athens to try_to prevent the execution of such an 
upnjust decision. 

Ten years ago the Government of the day wanted to effect the same 
expropriation. Bat thanks to the efforts of Mr. Samuel Levy and the 
Communal Council, the project was.abandoned. It is to be hoped that 
the present Government, taking account of the gravity of the measure, 
will renounce it in conformity with the traditions of all really civilised 
countries. 


Borkum Reforms Itself. 


Anti-Semitic “Focal Centre’ Removed.

Anti-Semitism is no doubt a curable illness, and if not fostered but 
eft alone usually rightsitself, often disappearing as quickly as it appears, 
The. best example of the above assumption is Borkum, the notorious little 
island in the North Sea, where Pastor Muenchenmayer not only preached 
batred of Jews, but actually succeeded in making the place Judenrein., 
The Borkum wmwunicipality and_hotel keepers publicly proclaimed their 
wish never to see a Jew agate their hospitable shores. This was in 
1925, when the Bor/um Lied, an anti-Semitic inspiration, was the anthem 
of the little island, played at all cfficial fudctious, in parks and other 
public places of the little island. | 

Last year, Pastor Muenchenmayer was removed from the scene 
of bis escapades, and Borkum, left to itseif, was soon on the road to 
convalescence. in fact, the latest municipal elections resulted in a 
Socialist and Democratic maj rity with the anti-Semitic;votes reduced 
from 1,100 to 3). Now, Borkum is once more a peacetul place open to 
everybcedy, with the flag of the German Republic, which was hitherto 
boycotted, again hoisted over its public buildings. It bas certainly hada

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The “ Go-Getters” in American Jewry. 


By jACOB DE HAAS. 


The sharp fall in the value of securities on the New York Stock 
Exchange calls attention, in no subtie manner, to at least one necessary 
consequence, the deflation of American Jewish communal enterprise. 
Not that every Jew has been a stock speculator, but the Jews are a 
mecurial group within the larger body of Americans who one and all are 
go tenipered as to respond with incredible swiftness to the every rise and 
fall in the economic temperature. But afew weeks ago we all “ felt rich” ; 
now, we all “feel poor.” And until the psychology of the situation 
changes, the directors of Jewish organisations will prefer to chaff 
each other, sadly, with suggestions of collections for the directors, rather 
than contemplate “campaigns” and “drives” for institutional 
purposes. So for a moment there are blank faces whether Palestine, 
Russia, or local federations are mentioned. There are two or three 
months of “ headaches” ahead for all those who have assumed responsi- 
bility for Jewish orgavisations, and this is as true of San Francisco, which 
is four thousand miles away, as of Yow York in which this is written. 
For in this vast democracy “like bégets like” {proughout a tyousand 
cities in less than a hundred hours. The uniformity of life, interests and 


conduct from the Atlantic to the Pacific makes for the particular unlike- 


ess of America to Europe. Between the big coastal city and the small 
L —“tatand town the proportions differ, but not the scope and shape of things. 

It was not always so. Twenty-five years ago, before the national 
advertiser discovered the art of national “ distribution,” and the “chain 
store” system established ten thousand replicas of the same shop in five 
thousand townsthere was distinctiveness about places and outlooks in the 
United States. Though the improved methods of selling cigars or shirts 
should have “nothing to do with-the case,” it is true that the standard. 
ising of intellectual, moral and even religious attitudes has steadily 
run current wi h the same efforts in business,

tion cannot occasion a campaign. The cost is too great, the machinery too 
complex. Since the Nasmyth hammer must be employed, and nothing 
less, the dexterous campaigner louks around for such a combination of 
interests as in money and effort are worthy of his enterprise. 

This gives full play to the gentleman who was first borrowed from 
the theatrical profession, the publicity man. In his way he is a genius 
and has to be. He is the commercial traveller turned journalist. He 
thinks in superlatives and he sells “headlines.” His business being 
to get as much publicity as possible in the daily press for his campaign, 
the course of events has very often to follow his inventions, and respond 
to the extravagances which he perpetrates. To the English reader this 
may sound absurd. He probably realises the value of sensationalism to 
daily newspaper circulation, but an attempt to co-relate advertising’s 
artful aid to sober Jewish causes will strike him as American imagina. 
tion playing with American life. In sooth this is not so. 

“Fischelism,” as a contributor to THE JEWIsH CHRONICLE has 
termed a certain result of notoriety seeking, is the crudest form of this 
penchant for publicity. But week by week, it does not seem as outre in 
its native environment, as when collected, published and read 
far away from the heat and enthusiasm that surrounded it when it 
was first perpetrated in print. The publicity man need not 
know much. He must be possessed of a gift for fluent newspaper 
English and have unbounded enthusiasm. I once attended the 
meeting of a elub committee, the organisers of which feared its 
demise. The chairman insisted it must be resuscitated. Said he, “lets 
be enthusiastic.” I asked, “about what?” He .responded, “ about 
enthusiasm!” Thatis a real expression of the youthfulness of Americana 
life. The publicity man hasit. He proceeds to dramatise the prosaic 
and to “get space” in the papers, he adds pictures. So first the human 
note and then the personal note is accentuated. The institution is less 
demonstrated than the Cause—and all American Causes surround the 
“personal equation.” Hence the twists, quirks and amalgamations. 

“ Yankee Judaism.” 

All this produces some strange resuits, which, since the hegemony 
of Israel has passed from the East to the West, are worth 
knowing. as the background of what seems un-understandab!le “ Yankee 
Judaism.” If anything Jewish is of importance, it attracts the 
attention of the daily Press; if the daily Press ignores it, 
the thing, whatever it-is, is ef doubtfal value in the eyes of 
most American Jews. This type of “ma yomru hagoyim” is of the 
publicity agent's engincering with the result that the American Jewish 
weeklies in English—here always quaintly referred to as “ Anglo-Jewish 
weeklies "—while they gain in numbers and circulation, are magazines 
rather than newspapers, are, on the whole, not influential in opinion. 
creating, and have to acclaim what gains the ear of the general press. 
This leads to another result, the total absence of critical discussion of 
needs or problems. It is along this line that we have evolved thas 
inflation of institutions and causes which only unbounded prosperity and 
ever-enlarging liberality can sustain. 

The “beggar your neighbour” attitude in no wise enters into 
this condition. The typical “campaign manager” is both tog,cautious 
and too gregarious for this. Two types manage these money- | 
raisings. One is cool, methodical, smooth-spoken and places nearly all 
his faith in the social prestige he can obtain for his cause, or that he can 
create for it. There are quite & number of Jewish clubs in America 
which limit membership to those who do their duty adequately by local 
Jewish charities ; there are quite a number of causes in which member. 
Ship on the Committee is the equivalent of “admission into society.” 

The other type of manager is a blusterer. He exudes enthusiasm, 
he invokes every type of meledramatic art, he hectors his aides, and 
keeps everything and everyone “red hot” from the beginning to the end 
of his campaign. Le acts by mass meetings, and dreams of banquets 
with thousands of guests. He brings an influite amount of patient work 
to bear on every “stunt.” There are no impromptus and no impro- 
visations. The wonder is that people like this. But they do. Thus we 
have campaigns for membership in Temples, for urging Raven to go to 
Sabbath schools, for attendance at Synagogue, and for a dozen other 
causes, independent of mere money-raising plans. And it is along these — 
lines that mutuateid rather than congregational or other separatism is 
created. The ability of the campaign manager, not his views, is of para- 
mount consideration. He in turn operates by the principle of “you 
Scratch my back and I'll scratch yours.” Non-Zionists must help 
Zionists, because Zionists will be urged. to help non-Zionists, Reform 
goes te the aid of ortholox institutions—the orthodox must exbibit a 
certain liberality toward Reform institutions at the right moment. 


“High Pressure Salesmanship.”’ 


There are a few time-economists in New York and Boston who 
impartially belong to reform, orthodox and conservative congregations. 
There are those who impartially belong to the American Jewish Congress 
and its “ antipodes,” the American Jewish Committee. These specimens 
of compromises could be carried through many lines of type. On their

The “set-back” resulting from the S tock Exchange excitement can- 
noi be ignored.

A Jewish Palestine. 


“IT IS ONLY A QUESTION OF OUR WILL.” 


By Justice Louis D. Brandeis. 


As already noted in our columns, Mr. Justice Brandeis, the 
erstwhile Leader of Zionism in America, broke a silence which 
he maintained for some seven*years after his severance from 
the World Zionist Organisation in consequence of disagreement 
from Dr. Weizmann on questions of Zionist policy. The occasion 
of the speech by Mr. Justice Brandeis after so prolonged a 
rclirement was a Conference held at Washington, D.C. for 
forming an Economic Corporation for Palestine under the aegis 
of Lord Melchett and Mr. Felix Warburg. We reprint the 
address in full, as follows— 


T am here gladly at the suggestion of the Chairman, because I am cong 
vinced that a group of American business men of proven ability and loyalty 
to the Jewish cause can, co-operating under the leadership of Mr. Werburg, 

assure & Jewish Palestine. The road is economic, and the opportunity is 
| [ reached that conviction ten years ago, when I became acquainted 
by my visit to Palestine with the country and the people, Arabs and Jews. 
Since that time I have watched the developments in Palestine with deep 
interest ard have head a very small part in them. The happenings during 
each of those ten years, including the present, have served to deepen my 
conviction, 

These of you who have been to Palestine know that in character and 
climate Palestine resembles Southern California. It is a miniature of Southern 
Catifornia. Like California it has available water, water that has to be 
secured, as in California, by pumping and irrigation. But there is plenty 
of it there for all ordinary purposes if it is conserved and utilised. It was 
a surprise to me to find that the rainfall in Jerusalem was 4 little larger 
than the average rainfall in London. Until the recent attempts to conserve 
water most of it was wasted. 

So you have a country which in characteristics and in climate resembles 
what we have come to regard as the garden of America. But it differs 
from California in one extraordinary particular, and differs. very much. 
Whereas everything in California which Nature in her bounty has given 
was until a few years ago preserved for man untouched, for fifteen hundred 
years and more, abuse has done all that man could do to prevent Palestine 
from being fruitful, But all the devastation is but a scratch upon the surface 
of Palestine. The trees were cut down ruthlessly, although the old Jewish 
law at every point taught the value of the tree. Under that old ccde trees 
were not destroyed even in war, because the tree is a friend, not an enemy. 
In those fifteen hundred years of abuse not only was the soil washed away, 
but malaria was brought in. That is the difference, or was the difference, 
between Palestine and Southern California as a possible place for human 
endoivour, for cultivation and development.

jut while so much was lost and the evil of malaria brought in, I found, 
when L went to Palestine, that in the long range of time which we have to 
consider, man’s evil effort has only touched the surface. It was still possible, 
as the Jewish settlements demonstratcd, that it could be a land flowing 
with milk and honey and with much besides. Wherever man has directed 
intelligent effort supplemented by science the land began to bloom almost 
as & miracle. I know how I felt when I saw that. I felt convinced that 
all that was needed was men, means and intelligent effort. If Palestine 
so affected me, who had lived most of my life largely apart from the Jewish 
people, I realise what it could do for others who have been close to Jewish 
life. I said to myself then : While fifteen hundred years had been devastating 
‘alestine, two thousand years have developed the greatest of natural resources. 
By this I mean Jewish character. By the various sufferings to which it 
hed been subjected in some parts of the world and in most of it during all 
those centuries, there has been bred a race of people who could easily supple- 
ment all that Palestine has lost. Jewish suffering not only taught men 
to think ; it gave them will, it gave them courage, it gave them pertinacity, 
which under all possible circumstances and amidst all possible difficulties, 
throughout the world, mide them leaders wherever opportunity existed 
ani in many places where it seemed not to exist. I then acquired that faith

colloquially termed may sound night-marish under a typical cloudy 
London sky, but it has a quality of fitness when discussed in the upper 
floor of a skyscraper to which you have been whizzed at the rate of 
seven hundred feet to the minute. From thése _windows humanity is 
-~! pigmy stature; the blue sky, the clouds, very close. At sunset 
when all this world is electrically ablaze with millions of light bulbs 
creating a dream-city that the eye of man has never beheld -else- 
where, the doubter and the hesitant are lost. The romance of 
achievement enraptures, and the enthusiast, bubbling over with his 
facts and figures, his “endless resources,” “the fellows ‘who have made 
millions,’’ “the heart of the Jew is in the right place,’ “the American 
Jew declines to be stingy,” “he isn’t going to desert his brothers,” wins 
his plea. What he is going to do is not so clear, but he is going to do it. 
Perhaps though we do not understand whither he is going or where he 
will arrive, this “ go-getter spirit” which carries Jewry on its shoulders, 
is right and is a contribution to the. manners of our times. Whatever 
the judgment, the enthusiast isa fact, and a factor in the making of 
twentieth century American Jewry, 
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_ is as necessary to these enterprises as is water to the land. And we of America 


af 


which, as I say, has been deepened by every year’s experience since. It is 
only a question of our will, intelligently directed, to make Palestine Jewish, 
and, in making it so, to solve in large part the Jewish problem for the whole 
word. 

Now I say my conviction has been deepencd. Why? In the first 
place, the thing which I found as an obstacle to progress, to financial success, 
which accounted for many of the defects from which the farmers were 
suffering, was malaria. I was convinced that it was possible to remedy this 
because I myself, as a. boy, lived in a malarial region on the Ohio Biver. 
In an ineredibly short time and at a more than incredibly small expense 
this scourge hes been eliminated. | 

Another question that hed disturbed me was: How would our peop!e 
coming from diverse lands so unlike Palestine—indeed, so unlike one another 
how would they ¢dapt themselves to that country ? 


How would they grapple 
with the problem ? 


Ard there was this particuler difficulty thet came 
into my mind and remained there for years after I left Palestine, and it 
was this: What will be the effect of doing the very thing which I though 
must be done, namely, providing the money necessary ? Would it have 
the effect of lessening ambition, making dependants instecd of men es men 
must be who are pioneers in a new old country, self-dependent, self-re’iant 
individuals? Ided for yeers been much concerned as to what part thet 
necessary act of supplying money, in which I myself wes taking a smell 
part, would have in the development of the people on whom we have to rely. 
[ am happy to say that the yeers have removed from my mind al! doubt 
on that question.. On that subject as on many others, in an incredibly 
short time, when you think of the development of peoples, this question 
and others of leas importance have solved themselves. 

‘So marched the vears. Then came this thing, which from many stand- 
points must be talked of as a massacre of helpless o'd people and peeceful 
religious students, a terrible thing to have happened in any part of the wor. 
But there are compensations. There too, as I see it, the first and most 
fundamental thing is thet it has shown the mettle of the people whom we 
have been aiding in these years to make life in Palestine possible and to 
develop it. They have shown a manhoed, courage and ability to look out 
for themselves which is all that we cou!d wish and all that any people on 
earth could wish for their pioneers in a new and difficult situation. Jewish 
intelligence, Jewish courage, Jewish persistence have all been manifested, 
and I know of nothing in recent history finer than the temper shown by 
these men ard women—I would almost include the children—under the 
perils which confronted them in Palestine. The marsacres occurred where 
there were the old, the infirm, those unused to effort. 
in Palestine, not the newcomers, suffered. 


No Fear of the Arab Question. 

I say again, because it is always recurring to my mind, that there is 
nothing in this whole situation, nothing, to my mind, in thé Jewish problem 
anywhere, that is as important as the character trained by two thousand 
years of suffering and of effort. Therefore, knowing of that country and 
its possibilities, I have no fear of the Arab question or of any other. I have 
no fear because I know in my heart, as my reason tells me from all that I 
have observed, that not only there but elsewhere in a life that is now beginning 
to seem long those Jewish qualities are qualities that tell. ; 

I for one am not sorry that our representatives have been tested. It 


La gely the old people 


gives me infinitely more courage, infinitely mere desire to help them then I - 


ever had before. Of course there are risks, there are risks in everything. 

The Jews have made their success in the world in very different ways. 
Whether it be in money or in thought, they have used their imagination, 
their courage, their intelligneece to do things that. were not always safe. By 
using intelligence, the power of adaptation, by a readiness to think where 
others do not think they have achieved great things, great successes, wherever 
they are. That suecess, I am convinced, 1s open to us now in Palestine, 
and I believe the conditions are really very favourable. 

Making Palestine Safe for the Jew. 

T was, and still am, strongly in favour of the Balfour Declaration beccuse 
I realised that it was as much for British interests as for our interests that 
Palestine should be developed by Jews. I reached that conclusion after 
very close relations with British who were here during the wer. But even 
before that I believed that such a thing as the Balfour Decleration was 


. possible because I believed it not only to be in accord with British interests, 


but consistent with the interestg of all the European Powers and consist ent 
also with the interests of the Allies. I found in Palestine—and I believe 
it is still true—that the danger of the Arabs is grossly exaggeratcd. 

There always has been danger from the earliest times of an incursion 
of Bedouins from without. They crossed the Jordan, They came over 
the southern boundary. But even ten years ago our people were able to 
protect themselves against them and there grew up a respeg for our people, 
for the Shomer, the mounted Jewish police which guard@d the colonies ; 
and I think there were few things in Palestine that gave me more of a sense 
that our people could look out for themselves than the Arab legend which 
has grown up in regard to the ability of one of the Shomers as a sharp-shooter. 
Our people can take care of themselves; and our obligation or privilege 
is to enable not only those who are there to develop, but hundreds of thousands 
of others who are ready to go there, who are ready to share in that enterprise, 
who are eager to work and who if they go there will, in my opinion, make 
Palestine perhaps—all things considered—the safest place in the world. 
For when the Jew is there in number there will be no anti-Semitism. There 
will be Jewish joy as well as Jewish sorrow. I found among those who 
had gone to the colonies far more of joy than of sorrow. They reminded 
me of that self-reliant attitude of our own pioneers of the West and of those 
who had made the East a few centuries ago. So I came to tell you what 
I believe and what I think you can do, Do—not with money only, because 
money has been merely an instrument of the Jew—brains have been his 
chief commodity, and character, will and strength of every kind; but money 


must provide it,

A London dispatch announces that’ Dr. Weizmann is to sail for the, 
United States on January 24th to attend a meeting of the Administrative

Dr. Weizmann, on his arrival here, intends resigning his Presidentship of 
the World Zionist Organisation, which carries with it the Presidentship 
of the Jewish Agency. 

The Zionist officials are unquestionably “busy laying the background, 
for a pro-Weizmann attitude on the part of the public in the conflict which 
is impending. Last week the Jewish Guardian of New York, heretofore 
a somewhat unknown Orthodox weekly, broke the “ conventions which 
prevailed here as to the publication of actual facts surrounding the operations 
of Jewish institutions and published a story by Robert Stone, one of the 
Zionist publicity staff, professing to give inside information as to the quarrel 
between Mr. Felix M. Warburg and Dr. Weizmann, and rather delicately 
enlisting support for the Weizmann viewpoint., The editor follows this, 
up with a rehearsal of the famous Brandeis-Weizmann differences and 
publicly offers support to Mr. Warburg and huis associates. 

’ Jt is part of the Zionist tactics in this new struggle to spread the news, 
but not for newspaper publication, that they and the Agency group are at 
loggerheads. The theory that the differences are over the basic Palestinian 
policy is not precisely correct. Neither side has expressed itself on these 
matters in such terms as to create any reason for a breach.

Greece was a 
cultural idea. So was Jehudah. It was well that Palestine was under 
the Mandate of Britain for it was the British people who al ways spoke of 
Palestine as the Jewish home.

Zionist Problems in Poland. 

S:GNIFICANT INCREASE IN REVISIONIST SUPPORT. 
[From our Correspondent—VV ARSAW.] 


Zionism and Zionist problems have been for the past fortnight i 
rtnight in the

public interest, Conferences, meatings, 
public disputes, banquets, annual gatherings of all Zionist parties and 


groups are being held almost uninterruptedly so that the Press. fi 

itself unable to report them adequately. Zionist leaders of all ete 

opinion have chosen this moment as the most appropriate in which. to 
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visit Poland and make here their political pronouncements. Mr. N, 
Sokolow, the Chairman of the Zionist Executive has arrived here from 
Roumania; Professor Selig Brodetsky came to address the annual Zionist 
Conference; Mr. M. Grossman, the Vice-Chairman of the Revisionist 
Executive Committee is touring the country; Mr. Leib Jaffe and Dr. 
Alexander Goldstein are launching the Keren Hayesod campaign in 
Poland—in short there is a concentrated attack on the indifference and 
apathy of the Jewish masses which has been so noticeable here lately.” 

Two features of this intensive Zionist activity are as interesting as 
they are significant. The elections to the annual Zionist Conference of 
Congress-Poland produced a decisive victory of the Opposition. There 
were over 400 delegates. The Revisionists and the Radicals obtained 
the absolute majority, while the group of Ei Livnot, who supported 
the Agency scheme and Dr. Weizmann are in a minority. The 
number of the Revisionist delegates have increased more than ten- 
fold; instead of the eight delegates, they had at the previous 
conference, they now have 100. About 150 delegates belong to the anti- 
Weizmann El Hamishma? group, 115 to the pro-Weizmann E£t Livnot 
group, and 30 to the Independent group. The bitter antagonism between 
the Radicals (El Hamishmar) and the F/ Li:not, and the equal number of 
seats they obtained, placed the fate of the conferencs and its decisions in 
the hands of the Revisionists. 

After a stormy all-night sitting, the Zionist Conference terminated 
its proceedings with the election of a new Central Zionist Committee, 
consisting of members of the /:l Hamis/mar group and two Independents 
who side with the policy of the }! Hamishmar. The new President is 
Deputy Gitinbaum, and among the members of the new Committee are 
Deputy Hartglass, Senator Koerner, Dr. Kilumel, Dr. J. Schipper and M. 
Podlishevsky. The new Council consists of representatives of all Zionist 

roups. 
. The elections have also revealed the comparative weakness of the 
Zionist Movementin Poland. Despite the recent events in Palestine, which 
stirred Jewry here toan unprecedented degree, the tremendous efforts and 
the special campaiga conducted with the help of trained organisers, only 
about 20,000 persons have registered as membersof the Zionist Organisation. 

A number of Zionist Conferences have just concluded their annual 
sittings, including the Revisionist Conference attended by 197 delegates, 
and that of the Labour Party attended by over 100 delegates. 


In conjunction with th onist Conference the Zionists here have 
celebrated the fiftieth birthday of Deputy Griinbaum at a mass meeting 
and a banquet. Greetings were received from the President of the Sejm, 
Deputy Daszynski, the President of the Zionist Actions Committee, Mr. 
L. Motzkin, and a large number of Polish-Jewish institutions and admirers 
of Deputy Griinbaum. A large number of speakers addressed the meeting, 
including Mr. N. Sokolow, Senator Davidson, Deputy Farbstein, Dr. 
Klumel and Mr. M. Grossman (of London). 


The German Zionist Administration Wins. 
REVISIONISTS’ LARGE VOTE. 
{From a Correspondent.—BERLIN. 
The conflict at the Conference of the German Zionist Federation, 


held in Jena, has ended in the adoption of a resolution which énabled Mr. | 


Kurt Blumenfeld to remain at the head of the Federation. The resolu- 
tions of the Revisionist Zionists and of the group led by Dr. Kollenscher, 
which censured the policy of the German Zionist Administration, were 
defeated, and by 82 votes against 53 a resolution was adopted declaring 
the firm adherence of the Conference to the Jewish National Home policy 
in accordance with the Mandate, urging the British Government to give 
active assistance in the building of the Jewish National Home and to 
increase the number of Jewish immigrants, re-asserting the desire of the 
Jews to live on terms of amity with the Arabs and to ensure for both the 
Jews and the Arabs a free national ‘development and finally recording 
that the Zionist Executive alone has the right to conduct political 
negotiations. 


'Poale-Zionist Conference in Berlin. 


PROGRESS OF JEWISH LABOUR IN PALESTINE. 


The Annual Conference of the Poale-Ziornists has opened in Berlin. 
The first session was attended by the famous Socialist leader, Ex-Deputy 
Eduard Bernstein and Deputy Oscar Kohno. Both Mr. Bernstein and 
Deputy Kohn spoke very warmly in favour of the policy of establishing 
a Jewish National Home in Palestine on Poale-Zionist principles. 

Mr. Berl Katzenelson, the Editor of the Tel-Aviv Hebrew daily, the 
DAVAR, spoke of the progress of Jewish labour fn Palestine, and of the 
need of an increased immigration of Jewis workers into Palestine.

The Czzcho-Slovakian Zionist Conference. 
A FOREST IN HONOUR OF PRESIDENT MASARYK.

The Czecho-Slovakian Zionist Conference, which was held at Briinn 
Was attended by 222 delegates. Dr. Franz Cohen reported on the growth 
of the Zionist movement in the country and on the Zionist funds raised 
during the year. The total raised for the Keren Hayesod amounted to 
2,020,000 Czecho-Slovakian kronen and the total for the Jewish National 
Fund to 1,450,000 kronen. Dr. Emil Margulies spoke on the political 
situation. Dr. Joseph Raufeisen expressed his confidence that the British 
Government would adhere to the Mandate. He recognised the necessity

The Presidium refused to put to the vote various resolutions censuring 
the Zionist Executive, the Revisionist Zionists and the Brit Shalom. 

The Conference sent a loyal telegram to President Masaryk, announc- 
ing its decision to plant a forest in Palestine in his name, and to inscribe 
his name in the Golden Book of the Jewish National Fund on the occasion 
of his eightieth birthday in March. 

A resolution in favour of convening an extraordinary Zionist Congress 
was rejected. The Conference also decided that the local political 
problems must come under the jurisdiction of the Zionist Federation of 
Cvecho-Slovakia.

The viciousness of the 
prepay inda most apparent when Arab hets attempt to play the 
sentimentality of the American by comparing, for instance, the Arab 
massacres with the heroism of the Americans in overthrowing the British 
durmg the Revolution. The speeches are as anti- British as they are anti- 
Jewish and anti-Zionist. Great Britain is shown as a co'd-hearted swindler 
and a general atlemypt is made to arouse the Americans resentment against 
Great Pritam.

_ Messages were read from Mr. Lazarus Barth and Professor §. 
Brodetsky (World Zionist Executive), Rabbi Dr. A. E. Silverstone, Mrs. 
Fisher and Mr. and Mrs. M. Persoff. 
| {no presenting the report of the Executive, Dr. FISHER ‘said that’ the 
nine months of office of the present Executive had been fairly successful. 
Three new branches had been formed, the North-West London (Rosh 
‘Pinah), Sunderland and Newcastle. The educational side had made some 
progress but was still not satisfactory. The Midland Council had done 
some splendid work in forming the new branches and consolidating those 
already in existence. 

Mr. ROSENBERG presented the report of the Midland Council. Thanks 
were accorded to Mr. M. Grosskopf who had done ‘much to strengthen 


_ the provincial branches. 


_ Mr, EDELBAUM outlined a model educational programme for the use 
of eack society. He suggested the formation of a B’nei Mizrachi 


_ Organisation to serve as continuation classes for Hebrew knowledge, He 
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emphasised the importance of learning the Hebrew language, Jewic), 
History and the Tannach. Talmud Classes should also be formed wherey,; 
possible. He also reported on the recent Tarbut Conference, and saiy 
that unless adequate provision were made to guard religious nation,) 
education, and unless it be independent of the English Zionist Federation, 
it would be difficult for the Young Mizrachi to participate. 

Rabbi Fishman, a World Mizrachi leader, participated in tho 
discussion, others being Messrs. Fass, Leiserowitz, Fabricant, P. Glick. 
man, Weintrobe, and Miss Josbpe. 

Branch reports were given on the second day, most of them recordin» 
very encouraging progress. 

Rabbi FISHMAN addressed the Conference on Mizrachi Work in Ere’: 
Yisracl. Hesaid Mizrachi aims were misunderstood and unknown. A 
lot had happened to Mizrachism during its existence, and much depende: 
on what was to be done. The aim of the Mizrachi was to make all Jews 
Zionists and all Zionisis Jews. The Jewish People could not exist with. 
out the Jorah even with their Hebrew language and with the Balfour 
Declaration. A large part of the educational work in Palestine was 
carried on by the Mizrachi. Rabbi Kook had rendered valuable servic» 
in forming the first Tachkemoni, The original budget.of £2,000 per annun, 
had increased to £75,009. The Mizrachi had taken its fair share in the 
actual upbuilding of /refz Yisrael, and there are now 3,000 Mizrachi! 
Chalutzim in Palestine. England had not done its duty by the Mizrachi, 
and he made an appeal for this country to fulfil the quota allotted to it. 

Mr. WINEGARTEN spoke on the idealogy of the B'rith Olamit (Tho 
World Federation of Young Mizrachi and Poel Hamizrachi) which had as 
its slogan “Torah Va Avodah,” and of the great work of the Poe! 
Hamizrachi in israel.

Jewish Agency Press Conference. 


RECONSTRUCTION AND RELIEF WORK. 


THE JOINT DRIVE IN AMERICA, 
[From a Correspondent—JERUSALEM.] 


The members of the Jewish Agency have addressed a Press 
Conference here on the general situation in Palestine. Mr. Harry Sacher 
and Col. Kisch both said that they believed that new outbreaks would not 
occur in Palestine now, though it was impossible to prevent individual 
attacks. Mr. Sacher also thought that the boycott agitation was 
slackening. Rabbi Meir Berlin reported that a special Board, headed by 
Dr. Hexter, Colonel Kisch and Mr. Rutenberg had taken charge of 
the reconstruction and relief work. Mr. Charles Passman was 
the General Manager of the activities of that Board. A total of 
about £90,000 had already been spent of the monies of the Emergency 
Fund, including £22,000 in loans. There was no truth in the 
assertions that money had been spent on anything connected with 
the ordinary work of the Palestine Zionist Executive. 
of the Emergency Fund, he stated that in view of the fact that the 
Government was not giving adequate compensation to the Jewish sufferers 
from the riots, the Emergency Fund would have to make good the 
damage to a larger extent than was anticipated. 

Dr. Hexter announced that the Administrative Committee of the 
Jewish Agency would meetin New York, on Ist. February, in order to 
arrange the joint drive of the Joint Distribution Committee and the United 
Palestine Appeal. Dr. Ruppin stated that, as one who dealt with land 
purchase in Palestine for twenty years, he could state that ninety-five 
per cent. ofthe Arab tenants, who had to leave plots of land purchased 
by Jews, were given land elsewhere. 


Ten Years of Keren Hayesod Work. 


AN INTERESTING PAMPHLET. 


A new pamphlet has just been issued by the Head Office of the 
Keren Hayesod illustrating the pregress achieved in Palestine during the 
past decade, mainly through the activities of the Kerey Hayesod. The 
pamphlet is excellently produced and can be obtained in English, German, 
French, Hebrew and Yiddish. 

The following is an abstract of the booklet: 

The Keren Hayesod, by whom the entire economic and colonisatory 
upbuilding work in Palestine is being financed, assumes responsibility 
for every new immigrant, caring for him from the moment of his 
preparing for the journey to Palestine to the time of his taking root in 
the country. Uptothe end of September, 1929, the Keren Hayesod had 
expended an amount of £355,0°0 for regulating and facilitating Jewish 
immigration into Palestine. During the first nine years of its existence, 
the Keren Hayesod invested almost a third of its total income, namely 
£1,211,000, in this branch of its activities. The Jewish settlements 
extend over a total area of 1,120,000 dunams, of which 282,99} 
dunams, or a fourth part ef the total area in Jewish hands, are 
owned by the Acren NKuyemet Leyisrael. Since its inception, the Keren 
Hayesod has in part founded in part undertaken to maintain seventy 
agricultural settlements with a total population of 11,00) souls. 
Special care is bestowed by the Keren Hayesod on the Agricultural 
Experimental Station with institutes and laboratories in Tel-Aviv, anil 
experimental fields throughout the country. Large areas have been 
planted with trees destined both for decorative and utilitarian purposes 
and millions of saplings are continually being raised in the tree nurseries 
of the Keren Hayesod. Assisted out of the Keren Hayesod budgat for 
public works, new Jewish towns and suburbs were enabled to build roads 
and thus open up new districts, contributing in this way a great deal to 
the solution of the economic and social problems. Jewish industry, too, 
which has made enormous strides since the War, has been aided by the 


- Keren Hayesod. A special department is devoted to affairs connected 


with urban colonisation and to the development of trade and industry. 

By financing the Palestine Mining Syndicate, the Keren Hayesod paved 

the way for the obtaining of new and important concessions for Jewish

industry. The Keren Hayesod has invested £100,000 in the Palestine 


Electric Corporation. In the course of the past nine years, Keren 
Hayesod funds to the amount of £789,588 have been invested 
in the stabilisation of urban scttlement. It has made itself 


responsible for the maintenance of a public health service in 
Palestine by the subsidising of two organisations, viz. the Hadassah 
Medical Orgapisatior and the Workers’ Sick Fand. The Hebrew 
school system, the monetary requirements of which are for the 
major part covered by the Aeren Hayesod, in the year 1925-29 comprised 
227 schuols with 790 teachers and a total pupil attendance of 19,419, 
Among the schools there are 117 Kindergartens, 4 secondary schools, 4 
industrial schoo!s and workshops and 4 teachers’ seminaries. Hebrew is 
the medium of instruction used throughout. For the maintenance of 
this school system, the Acren Hayesod has expended during the past nine 
years the sum of £725,110.

THE CHIEF RABBI'S APPEAL. 


A meeting convened by the Chief Rabbi of the British Empire was 
held at 4, St. James's Place, Aldgate, on Monday evening, following 


a letter which had been sent by Dr. Hertz to a number of Jewish Clergy ; 


and Jaymen, stating that information had reached him that various 
religious educational and charitable institutions in the Holy Land were, 
in consequence of the position created by the cecent events, in serious 
difficulties which imperilled their very existence. The meeting was to 
consider ways and means of averting calamity. The letter mentioned 
that the special relief fand raised some months ago, could be used for the 
benc fit only of the direct sufferers from the Palestine pogroms. 

The Cuter Rape, whois the President of the Eaglish Mizrachists, 
presided and the principal address was delivere1 by Rabbi Fishman who 
isa membor of the Exccutive of the Mizrachi Organisation and who is on 
a visit from Palestine with the object of making an appeal for the Mizrachi 
Institutions in the Holy Land. 

Rabbi FIsHMAN, whp spoke in Yiddish, gave a survey of what the 
Mizrachi Institutions in Palestine had accomplished since their establish. 
ment. He said that the eritical condition of their funds placed the 
existence of these Institutions in the greatest jeopardy. Their teachers 
who were imbued with the true-spirit of the Torah, had not received any 
wages for cight months and the same applied to their Rabbanim and 
Shochelim. Their workers were starving for want of food. Rabbi Fish- 
man mentioned the fact that those Mizrachi workers who were Socialists 
were, toa man, intensely religious. They hdd 2/500 such workers, and 
these had never gone on strike; for if any point of difference arose it 
was usually settled amicably by the Rav to whom such differences were 
submitted. During its twenty-eight years’ existenc4, said Rabbi 
Fishman, the Mizrachi Movement had never experienced such a crisis 
as the present one. Unless help were forthcoming they would vory 
reluctantly have to close down their schools. He expressed the hope 
that a Committee would be formed in this country for the purpose of 
furphering the appeal. 

Rabbi Yorrrey, of Manchester, sail the Chief Rabbi deserved their 
warmest thanks for having convened the meeting. Labbi Fishman had 
ia no Way exaggerated the position. A sacred duty, said Ribbi Yoffey, 
rested on them to proff>r the necessary fixsancial help. They in Man- 
chester were prepared to call a public meeting for the purpose. 

Mr. M. Scurry, Cha'rman of the Eaglish Mizrachists, said he had no 
hesitation in declaring that if the Mizrachi schools were to close down 
and their activities came to an end, it would be a great calamity, not 
only from the religious but from the Z.onist point of view as well, 
Even some of those who were opposed to the Mizrachi sent their children 
to their schoo!s, The Zionist Organi®ation gave them £25,000 and they 
had to find the rest of the sum required—£50,000. He appealed to them 
for the sake of their Ju jaism and of their Z.onism to help to raise a certain 
amount. He felt sure that if an appeal were issued it would be responded 
to by the Jewish Community in London as well as in the Provinces. 

A general discussion followed. 

The CHIer RABBIL-enumerated a few phases of the cducational 
activities of the Mizrachi movement in the Holy Land and stressed the 
need of personal cffort if the appeal was to be a success. 

Some of those who participated in the discussion spoke of the ex'rema 
difficulty of appealing atthe present juocture in view of the recent appeal 
for the Palestine Relief Fund. Others emphasised the fact that there were 
other educational institutions in Palestine in dire need of funds and that 
the letter of invitation to that meeting did not confine itself specifically 
to Mizrachi Lustitutions. 

A vote was taken on the question whether the appeal should be 
limited to Mizrachi Institutions or to others as well, and by a majority of 
one the meeting agreed that other Justitutions in need should also ba 
eligible to benefit according to the discretion of the Executive Committee 
upon which the following agreed to serve:

Political Situation of the Jews. 
MR. EMILE VANDERVELDE ON THE ONLY SOLUT{ON. 
[From our Correspondent—GENEVA. | | 
The famous Belgian Socialist ex-Minister, Deputy Emile Vandervelde, 
has delivered an important speech at a Zionist gathering at Geneva in 
the presence of the French, Belgian and Datch Conguls, officials of the 
League of Nations, journalists and Professor Rappard, a member of the 
Mandates Commission. Mr, Vardervelde paid a great tribute to 
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the Jewish work in Palestine, and denied the allegations that the Jews 
did any harm to the Arab peasants. He declared that the real agitators 
against the Jews were the landlords and the Arab Effendis, who exploited 
the peasants and who feared that the influx of the Jews would terminate 
their hold on the Arab peasants. The Jews, he stated, must emigrate 
from Eastern Europa, and Palestine was the only country which could 
receive them. He further expressed his full confidence that England 
would continue the policy of the Balfour Declaration, and he quoted the 
recent assurances given by Mr. Ramsay MacDonali and Mr. Henderson 
on the subject. He declared that a short time ago he saw in Paris the 
gentleman who established the first Jewish colony in Palestine. That 
centieman told him that he regardeu the political situation in Palestine 
as unsafe and that he looked to the future with anxiety. 

Mme. Vandervelde a!so spoke and praised the work of the Hadassah 
in Paléstine. 


Protest Against Brit Shalom. 
GREEK ZIONISTS’ MEETING. 
[From our Corresponient.—SALONIKA.] 


The Association of Revisionist Zionists organised a mass protest | 
mecting last week against the activities of the Brit Shalom and the 


present serious position in Palestine. 

Mr. Abraham Recanati, President of the Association, spoke of the 
perilous situation created in the Yishwd as a result of the continued 
attacks on Jews by Arabs. More than eighty cases of attack, he said, had 
occurred during the past four months. The speaker strongly condemned 
the anti-Nationalist action of Dr. Magnes and other Brit Shalom leaders, 

Messrs. Salomon Ammir and Itshaki also condemned the work of the 
Brit Shalom. Several resolutions were adopted deploring neg >tiations and 
activities of this organisation, and calling for continued activity on the 
lines of transforming Palestine into a Jewish State. — 


Arab Delegations to England and America. 
—-- 
GRAND MUFTi TO VISIT LONDON. 


The Arab Execative has decided to sendout two Arab delegations, 
one to Lonion to deal with the political problems of Palestine, and 
another to America with the object of collecting money for the Execu- 
tive. The delegation to London will be headed by the Grand Mufti and 
will probably -include the Mayor of Jerusalem, Mr. Nashashibi. The 
delegation to America is headed by the Emir Adel Arslan and will devote 
itself to raising funds for the Executive's schemes in Palestine. It will 
also invite the rich Arabs in America to return to Palestine and help in 
their campaign against the Jews. The Grand Mafti intends to 
see in London the heads of the Government and many Parliamentary 
figures. 


Palestine Jewish Labour. 
UNION OF TWO,ORGANISATIONS. 
[From a Correspondent.—J ERUSALEM. 


The two Palestine Jewish Labour Organisations, Hapoel Hazoir 
and Achdut Hoavedah, have finally completed their union at a great 
Conference held in Tel-Aviv. Palestine Jewry is pleased with the new 
union of the moderate Labour Organisations, and the Conference itself 
has proved a great manifestation of the strength of Palestine Jewish 
Labour. The Conference received many messages greeting the union, 
including those from Mr. George Lansbury, M.P. (First Commissioner 
of Works), Mr. Daniel Hopkin, M.P., Deputy Leon Blum (Paris), Deputy 
Emile Vandervelde (Brussels), Dr. C. Weizmann, Mr. P. Rutenberg, the 
President of the Vaad Leumi, Mr. Ussishkia (the Chairman of the Jewish 
National Fand), the Poet Bialik, the B-itish Labour Party, and the 
Socialist International. The numerous speakers all paid a great tribute 
to the services rendered by Jewish Labour in the upbuilding of Palestine, 
aud to its assistance, especially during the recent riots. 


Mr. Jabotinsky Pleads for a Jewish State. 
MASS MEETING IN TEL-AVIV. 
[From a Correspondent—JERUSALEM.} 


Mr. Viadimir Jabotinsky addressed a big meeting at Tel-Aviv 
upholding the demand for a Jewish State in Palestine. Ue declared 
that in the negotiations conducted by Dr. Weizmann with the British 
Government prior to the Balfour Declaration the /Zionist leader had 
demanded a Jewish State. Mr. Sacher was also Of the same opinion 
then, and Lord Balfour and Lord Cecil had in minda Jewish State. Even 
the Mandate, he said, spoke of the re-establishment of the Jewish 
National Home and the White Paper did not oppose the idea of obtain- 
ing a Jewish majority in Palestine. He believed that now was the 
right time to put in power a new Zionist Executive to press for the 
realisation of the wider Jewish demands, especially in connection with 
the new Inquiry Commission suggested by Lord Balfour, Mr. Lloyd

Recipes for Cod, 
Creamed Cod with Artichokes, 

_ FLAKE some cooked cod; remove all skin and bone, and add an equal 
quantity of thick White sauce. Season with salt and pepper, and make 
thoroughly hot. Turn onto a hot dish; garnish with quarters of hard- 
boiled egg, and place a border of cooked artichokes around. Coat the 


artichokes with sauce ; sprinkle with chopped parsley, and serve very 
hot. 


Baked Cod with Cheese Sauce. 

THICKLY grease a fireproof dish and lay in some slices of cod. 
Sprinkle with lemon juice and season liberally with salt and pepper; dot 
with small knobs of butter. Cover with a gréased paper and bake ina 
moderate oven for about twenty minutes. Arranggthe cod steaks on a hot 
dish ; sprinkle with chopped parsley and hand cheese sauce separately. 
This is made by adding two tablespoonfuls of/finely grated cheese to halt 


a pint of white sauce. 
Fish and Tomato Fie. 


BUTTER a fireproof dish and sprinkle with bread crumbs. Put in @ 
layer of sliced tomatoes, then one of cooked flaked fish. Season each 
layer with salt and pepper, then repeat with tomatoes and fish. Beat up 
two eggs; add a pint of milk and season with salt and pepper. Pour 
over the fish and bake in a moderate oven tiil set. 


Fish Pudding. 


Cooked cod, 1 Ib. Milk, 
Bread crumbs, 1 breakfasteupful. Anchovy essence, 1 teaspoonful. 
Margarine (vegetable), 14 ozs. Chopped parsley, 1 tablespoonfu!, 


Ose egg. Salt and pepper. 

FLAKE the fish and remove skin an! bones; add the crumbs, melted 
margarine and the remainder of the ingredients. Mix thoroughly and 
turn into a greased basin; cover with a greased paper and steam for an 
hour. Turn on toa hot dish and serve with parsley or anchovy sauce,

Cooked fish, 3 lb. 
Seasoning. 
Oil for frying, 


Flonr, 4 

Two eggs. 

Salad oil, 2 tablespoonfals, 

Tepid water, 1 gill. 

MAKE a batter with the flour, eggs, salad oil and tepid water ; beat up 

till very light; then add the fish which should be flaked. Season with 
salt and pepper. Drop the mixture a tablespoonful at a time into boiling 
oil and fry a golden brown.

Str,—Unless Anglo-Jewry is content to permit a number of its girls 
to marry outside of the faith, it would seem that the resuscitation of the 
professional match-maker is essential. 

Strangely enouuh. it is no longer the working classes that have necd 
-of this gentleman's services, since modern conditions allow working girls 
t» meet young men of their own kind, both at their jobs and in the excellent 
* social’’ clubs which so frequently give dances and entertainments. It 
ii the middle classes that to-day experience a sharp need for the match- 
miker, since the middle-class girl has not the same opportunity as her poorer 
sister to meet young men. 

A lack of money «a condition more marked, of course, since the war— 
prevents middle-class parents from entertaining on the lavish seale of 
hospitality that the heart, perhaps, would dictate. They really cannot 
afford to give a succession of parties in the vague hope that some young 
man among the guests may prove elivible and marry the daughter, or one 
of the daughters of the house. 

And what is to become of these uirls ? We must face facts, and the 
sooner we recognise truth the better. And the truth is that a large number 
of Jewish people to-day of a kind not entirely orthodox, but Jewish at least 
in spirit, through force of circumstances live almost entirely among Gentiles.

The fact is that most sensible men and women, unless they feel a genuine 
clash of person tlities. can live side by side m peace and harmony and add 
greatly to the joy of one another's existence. This solid and lasting 
happiness, however, cannot be achieved until suitable couples meet, ang 
where ore they to meet, and how are they to meet, unless it becomes some- 
body's business and is te somebody's advantage that they should do go ?

The King’s message was received with great enthusiasm, and the 
Nationat Anthem was sung by the! children. Chanucah greetings were 
also read from the Chief Rabbi of the British Empire, ))tyanim Dr. 
Feldman and Lazarus, the Ret. Dr. A. Cohen, Dr.Eichholz, Rabbi Dr. 
Daiches and the Kev. Dr. Abelson, Sir Herbert Samuel, Rabbi Shachter,. 
Mr. Ernst Schiff, Mr. Montague Burton and from the Jewish children of 
London and Birmingham. 

The Rev. Dr. S. M. LEHRMAN, B.A., submitted the toast “The Caanucah 
Testival Week” and coupled with it the nam@ of Mr. I. Sublight. He 
said that the Week had been unique, The ideajof fostering the Jewish 
spirit in the minds of thousands of,children, had been remarkably well 
carried out. Manchester was always ready to look after the wants of 
the poor with its many Institutions. But Jewish children wanted more

“Modern Jewish Tendencies.” 


Unier the auspices of the Jewish Literary Society, a Symp sium on 
“Modern Jewish Tendencies ” was held ‘at the St. George’s Hall, last 
Sunday. Mr. Neville J. Laski presided. The speakers were Rabbi Dr. 
I. Epstein for “Traditional” Judaism ; the Kev. H. Reinhart for “Reform,” 
and the Rev. M. L. Perlzweig for “ Liberal”. Judaism, Dr. Epstein said 
that the Jewish religion was created by the revelation of a personal God. 
The historical background of the Bible showed that a covenant was 
declared between God and the Jewish psople. The conduct of 
“Tiberalism ” encourage’ the ‘most reckless individua'ism. Traditional 


Judaism could only be modified by the whole corporate body of Judaism — 


acting through some body ofappointed lealers. The Rev. H. Reimhart 
declared that revelation was not a finished code but progressed, fand that 
Reform Judaism came to stem the tide of drift. “ Liberal” Judaism was 
only an aspect of Reform and, having made no contribution t> Jewish 
thought, did not justify its existence as a separate movement, Reform 
Judaism would not regard the past as this sole criterion. They sbaped 
their course to modern needs. 7 
The Rev. M. L. Perlzweig claimed that the difference between 
“Tiberal” and Reform Judaism wasone of emphasis. ‘The precursors of 
the Reform Movement had. bsen able to show that Judaism was never 
static. The Judaism of the desert was not that of the Temp!e or of 
Babylon. Orthodox Judaism had aided practically nothing to the Prayer 
Book in four hundred years. Israel, he said, was chosen for the purpose 
of securing ption in the spiritaal world. The Jew was loyal to 
tradition, but also believed in the highest achievements of modern thought. 
‘A vote of thanks to the speakers was passed on the motion of Dr. 5. 
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Talmud Tofah Scjrool.

Sentiment has decidedly improved with the opening of the 
first account in the New Year. More business has been reported, 
although it is still of very moderate dimensions. The incentive 
to more confidence is the better monetary position.

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Music and Drama. 


MUSIC, 
Bela Bartok. 


The New Year started in spritely fashion with a recital of works by 
néla Bartok organised by the B.B.C. at the Arts Theatre Club. For 
whatever may be lail at the door of Mr. Barték, he can no more be 
aceused of being dull than he can be charged with insincerity. He is 
indeed as successful as be is serlous, and his greatest triumph is the fact 
that he is acknowledged internationally yet is in fact a purely national 
composer. He is a Hungarian Vaughan Williams, and the main difference 
between him and Dr. Williams is the difference between Hungary and the 
West of England. Most of the works performed at this concert were 
based to some extent at least—and some of them entirely—on folk music, 
and there was little indication that Mr. Bartok bas any original source of 
supply as far as his thematic material is concerned. The whole of his 
«nguiring experimental mind seems to be concentrated on the treatment 
of the material that happens to be at hand, and in this respect (which 
is just half a composer's work) he leaves Vaughan Williams straggling 
behind in his country lanes—if indeed the learned doctor conld be 
bothered to follow him at a!l. Mr, Bartok’s work is still experimental 
and eternally enquiring, searching always for new tonal values and 
sometimes finding them—as in the Second Violin Sonata (1922). His 


progress from the harmonic Elegy for Pianoforte (1909) to the contrapuntal 


works of the last few years is full of interest, if little else; and one feels 
that he is, in a smaller way, a sort of Cézanne of mu-+ic—one who clears 
away the undergrowth and ploughs and sows for a later generation to 
reap. With the composer at the piano on Monday we could rely on 
authoritative renderings, and with Joseph Szigeti playing the violin and 
Maria Basilides singing, Mr. Bartok was well served. Like the com- 
poser, Madam Basilides struck the right balance between folk-song and 
art-song, and some of Mr. Szigeti’s tonal effects were so extraordinary 
that he was on one occasion interrupted by a shout of “ Bravo!” from an 
excited member of the audience, who was expressing in her own pecu'iar 
way the general admiration. 


The Hurdredth Finchicy Chamber Concert. 


There are several organisations in and around London that provide 
good music well performed at the cheapest possible rates, and among 
them are the Finchley Chamber Concerts, which are held on alternate 
‘tuesdays at Granville Hall. In their tenth season they are now 
approaching their huadreth concert. This week’s concert was <levoted 
mainly to works by Richard Walthew, a composer who is at the 
opposite pole to Béla Barté6k, for he employs only such modes of expres- 
sion as are well-proven and relies for bis interest entirely on what he has 
tosay. Unfortunately none of his compositions—a trio for pianoforte, 
violin and clarinet, three piano pieces in study form, and four songs— 
revealed any great depths or any originality of thought: the only thing 
that would have redeemed them would have been originality of utterance, 
There were also in the programme some songs by Félix White, Grieg’s 
Violin Sonata Op. 13 and Mozart's Trio in E flat for piano, clarinet and 
viola. Of the performers, Mr. Walthew and R. 8. Walthew played the 
piano and clarinet parts capably, Mr. Ernest Yonge was equally at home 
with violin and viola, and Miss Marian Carew made the absence of the 
printed words of her songs quite unimportant, for every syllable was well 
enunciated. F.G.S.

GRAMOPHONE NOTES. 


Ilis MASTER’s VOICE.—I must confess té not having made the 
acgiiaintance previously of the music of Turina, whose “Danzas 
Fantasticass” have been produced on two plum label twelve-inch 
discs. But the first impression is highly favourable. The New 
Symphony Orchestra, an admirable body admirably conducted by 
Hugene Goossens, have -played the work and H.M.V. have recorded 
it supremely. Using thematic material that would have delighted 
the heart of De Falla, Turina orchestrates profusely, yet with an 
bonest-to-goodness enthusiasm that blows away what in a less in- 
genious composer would have been vulgarity. There is about the work 
an atmosphere of the best type of poster art wherein the colours are 
always vivid but savingly intriguing. These records are pre-eminentiy 
suitable for large gramophones, and cannot be described as “ portable ” 
music. Albert Coates, conducting the L.S.0., has made a very pleasing 
record of Rimsky-Korsakov’s “ May Night Overture.” The combined fiddle 
tone is good, and the work itself is particularly interesting as a pretty 
straw which shows which way the genius of the father of modern 
Russian music was blowing, even in his early days. I have never been 
® great admirer of Goldmark who was born at an unfortunate time when 
the world was still infected by an Italian catholicity in operatic music, 
which was as killing to the rising national geniuses as it was to the pure 
Italianism which should have flourished in Rossini. Two arias from his 

Queen of Sheba,” sung by Maria Nemeth, with chorus, are well pro- 
duced by H.M.Y. It only Goldmark’s music had come under the influence 
of Herzl instead of Mendelssohn and Verdi, what fine things he might 
have done! “Lord God of Abrabam,” sung by Arthur Fear, make3 a 
800d record of a sound piece of singing, only marred in places by an 
unfortunately accentuated shake in the voice. The very difficult tran-
